BRITISH "PLANES FOR JEWS 


Jewish Agency’s Purchase 


The Surplus Goods Office sat the 
British Army has agreed to sell to the 
Jewish Agency 25 used Auster two-seater 
Bcout ‘planes, it was announced on Tues- 
day. In addition, the Jewish Agency wil! 
purchase other military equipment from 
the authorities, including light reconnais- 
sgance cars and 3,000 tons of barbed wire. 

lt was stated that the equipment had 
been offered for general sale to either 
Jews or Arabs, but the latter bad made 


no offer. Unofficially, it is estimated 
that the goods are worth about 
£5.000,000. It is understood that only 


eight or nine of aircraft are ready for 
immediate use; t thers need extensive 
repairs. 

R.A.F. sources state that Jews in the 
southernmost settlements and those situ- 
ated in areas predominantly inhabited by 
Arabs, have been seén marking landing 
Strips for aircraft. It is understood 
that landing fields will shortly be built 
in those areas to facilitate the transport 
of supplies and reinforcementS to any 
sOlated settlements cut off by Ara 
bands.—(J.T.A.}

Hagana Needed 

The Jewish delegation protested 
against the proposal to ban para-military 
Organisations, since, its members con- 
tended, the Jewish residents of the city 
needed the -Of Hagana. It 
also urged the speedy appointment of 
the Governor of Jerusalem. 

The Working Commitice has also 
received requests for hearings from the 
Agudat Israel World Organisation and 
from the Greek Orthodox Church.

week, which would allow two weeks for 
study of the document by the Trustee- 
ship Council.

Jewish Militia 


Appearing before the Palestine Com- 
mission, Mr. Shertok stressed the neces- 
sity of a Jewish militia of from 15,000 
to 25,000 men.

D.P.s Prefer Palestine 
Major Hayman places D.P.s in tou 
categories. The first, which is the very 
great majority, are young people who 
will go to Palestine Rowe ot what 1 
happening there; the second, consisting 
of middle-aged and old people, will fol 
low their children and other relatives 
wherever they may go; the third, mostly 
middle-aged with small children, wish to 
ZO to Palestine for the sake of the child- 
ren; the fourth, a small group, who have 
relatives to support them overseas, will 
go anywhere out of Germany. 

He thinks that all of the enterprising 
and morally healthy element will go to 
Palestine at the first opportunity, legally 
or illegally. 

Ihe D.Ps-say that it is not enough 
for the United Nations to pass resolu- 
tions and make decisions, says Major 
Hayman. It should implement its deci- 
sions as quickly as possible, because of 
the progressive demoralisation and the 
increase of anti-Semitism. tm many

NAZI OFFICERS FOR 
PALESTINE 


To Fight Against Jews. 


\From our Own Correspondent) 
Paris 


Nazi officers from Rommel’s famous 
Afrika Corps are being recruited by the 
Arab League to command bands operat- 
ing against the Jews in Palestine, it was 
disclosed by French security sources here 
last week. The majority of them come 
from the Soviet zone in Germany. and 
travel via the Balkans te Svria. During 
the last fen weeks, more than 150 former 
high-ranking officers of the Corps have 
travelled in this manner, 

Recruiting is organised by Colonel 
Korff, a former member of Rommel's 
staff, and Major Kortel, Rommel’s ex- 
intelligence officer. Korte] is known to 
be now in the Middle East, under the 
name of S. M. Salameh, and to be 
directing operations in the Jerusalem 
district. All the officers recruued have 
experience in desert wartare. 

Colonel Korff is chief adviser to Fawz: 
el Kaukji in his “ war plans.” 


TRANSJORDAN FORCE RELIEVED 


British troops have been, since 
December, in process of relieving 
units of the Transjordan Frontier 
Force in Northern Palestine, it is 


officially stated in Jerusalem. 

“ Despite excellent work done by the 
Force in the maintenance of local 
security,’ the statement declares, “ when 
information was received to the effect 
that attacks might be carried out from 
outside the country H was considered that 


the cost of repelling them would be 

too great a task for this Arab force. It 

is, therefore, being withdrawn to its 
depots for training.” 


The Force numbers between 1,600 and 
2,000 men.

TINE Post, 1s “a crack force” of approxi- 
mately brigade strength, consisting of 
Irish Guards, a battalion of the Para- 
chutists’ Regiment, and the 1I7th/2ist 
Lancers. Heading them is a commander 
of the Royal Artillery of the Sixth Air- 
borne Division, having at his disposal 
most of the artillery of the unit. con- 
sisting mainly of “ jeeps” towing two- 
pounder anti-tank guns, and several 
trucks mounted with seven-pounders.—

WELFARE WORK OF 
THE “UNITED” 


Marriage Guidance 
Council to be Formed 


{By a Jewtsn Reporter] 


The adoption of a new constitution 
for the Welfare Committee of the United 
Synagogue by the Gouncil at its meeting 
the week before last (briefly reported in 
THe Jewish CHRONICLE), marks another 
step in the development of a little-known 
activity of the United Synagogue, but 
one which has meant a great deal to the 


Jews who formerly lived in the East End, 


The maiti object of the Welfare Com- 
. Mittee is “ to promote, alone or in con- 
junction with other bodies, the religious, 
social, and cultural interests of the 
Jewish Community.” 

In order to achieve this, the Com- 
mittee arranges, Or assists in arranging, 
religious services for children, adoles- 
cents, and young people, and for adults 
on special occasions; maintains advisory 
bureaux, libraries, and reading and 
wring rooms; conducts Jewish clubs 
and community centres; administers the 
U.S. Youth Fellowship Scheme; pro- 
vides Ministers for burial services where 
necessary and interpreters in courts of 
law; arranges for the training and 
appointment of youth leaders, club 
ministerial officers, and welfare officers. 

The Committee has always appointed 
welfare. Ministers for the advisory 
bureaux and to help in all its activities. 
More recently it was decided to appoint 
youth Ministers as well. 


Denning Report 
The Denning Report on matrimonial 
Problems, issued about a year ago, 


siated thay the religious communities had 
done comparatively little to stem the 
tide of divorce and that they should be 
able to use religious influence to prevent 
the break-up of homes. The: Welfare 
Committee have accordingly taken steps 
to consult with other Jewish social wel- 
fare organisations with a view to form- 
ing something in the nature of a Jewish 

arniage Guidance Council. The Beth 
Din and the Dayanim have given this 
project their blessing. In fact, the evi- 

nee given by Dayan Grunfeld and 
Dayan Lazarus on the work of the Beth 
Din (was quoted in the Denning Report.

MARRIAGE AND 
DIVORCE 


The Jewish Law 


[By a Jewisu Curonicie Reporter) 


The pur of marrage in Jewish 
law was the procreation of man—the 
continuity of God's creation—and the 
companionship of man and woman, both 
physical and social, Dayan M. Swift 
declared at a meeting at the Anglo- 
Palestinian Club last week. Mr. Edward 
Iwi presided. 

The sources of Jewish law, said the 
Dayan, went right back to the Penta- 
teuch—the unchanged word of God, 
and were interpreted in the Mishna, the 
Babylonian Talmud, by Maimonides, 
and in the Shulchan Aruch. Civil law, 
both English and Roman, addressed 
itself to the judge and lawyer, whereas 
Jewish law was addressed to the layman, 
to everybody. 

yssibility of any Rabbinic dispensation. 

Rabbi was the teacher and adminis- 
trator of the Jewish law. He showed 
anges how to live according to Jewish 
aw. Torah was in itself the law of the 

people and any violation of it was not a 
violation of some nebulous tradition but 
a violation of the basic principles of 
Jewish law. 

From the moment the Torah was 
given, Isracl was told that if a man 
wished to marry a woman, first he had 
to acquire her in the presence of wit- 
messes. Alier that she his wile. 
The Mishna said there were three ways 
of acquiring a wife: through the medium 
of a coin (or coin value), through the 
mediem of a contract (Shtar), and by 
cohabitation But, because of the 
necessity for witnesses, the Rabbis raised 
objection to the third way. 


Man's Privileges 


Man was thus given the power and 
privilege of acquiring @ woman, and in 
order that she should not be disap- 
pointed in, or misled about, the value of 
what wes given her as a token of that 
acquisition, the Rabbis decreed that an 
ordinary ring of ordinary known value 
must be used as the wedding symbol. 
Two witnesses had to be present and 
they were announced under the marriage 
canopy. Whether or not the purposes of 
marriage were later carried out, whatever 
disappointments might arise, by that 
ceremony the acquisition had been 
effected, the legal method of marriage 
had been carried out, and the marriage 
could not be annulled unless there was a 
legal method of divorce. 

Three duties fell on the husband and 
were announced in the Ketubah, the 
marriage contract read under the 
canopy: he had to provide his wife with 
food, raiment, and marital relations, 
and « was the duty of woman only to 
respond to these. Simce marriage was 
conducted by legal method, divorce had 
to be omuaily legal, Dayan Swift said, 
and he went on to outline the legal 
aspects of the Levirate marriage—that 
of a woman whose huskand died without 
issue, so that the duty devolved on his 
surviving brother to marry her—and the 
pee of Chalitza and the Aguna. 

hroughout history, he said, the Rabbis 
had directed their energy and their 
mental capacity towards solving the 
problem of the Aguna; everything was 
done to mitigate her suffering. 

In Jewish law both parties had to be will- 
ing to effect the Get, or divorce, Dayan 
Swift continued. As in marriage, where 
the man was the authorising power and 
gave the woman a ring, so in divorce he 
must give his wife the Get, and in his 
absence, unless he had legally appointed 
a deputy, u could not be given. It was 
ludicrous and illogical from the point of 
view of Jewish law that in this country 
there were some Jewish institutions 
which cocen aman and woman no 
longer husband and wife, although the 
busband had not provided the necessary 
Get. it was a direct violation of the 
elementary principles of Jewish marriage 
and divorce 

The children of any remarriage after 
such a divorce were children 
in Jewish law. 


Purity of Family Life 


The Jews, as a wandering people, had 
maintained themselves with prnde and 
dignity because of the purity of their 
family life. 

The acquisition of a woman did not 
carry with it a legal obligation to con- 
summate the marriage, but the Rabbis 
educed certain reasons which permitted 
them to compel a husband to give a 
divorce, among them being a refusal to 
consummate a marriage. The recent 
ruling in the House of Lords to refuse 
nullity of a marriage, even though the 
wife in the case had refused to have 
children, although, of course, it was laid 
down as general civil law, was not in 
conformity with Jewish religious law.

LORDS DFBATE PALESTINE 


Advanced Date for 
Ending Mandate ? 


[By our Parliamentary Correspondent) 


Lord Listowel, the newly appointed 
Minister of State for the Colones, 
speaking when Parliament re-assembied 
on Tuesday, told the House of Lords that 
the dates for the ending of the Palestine 
Mandate and the withdrawal of troops 
could not be postponed, but might be 
advanced. 

This gave a clear answer to rumours 
circulating in London that the disturb- 
ances in Palestine might make it impos- 
sible to complete the withdrawal by 
August |. Earlier rumours thatyjhe date 
for the ending of the Mandate might be 
advanced by as much as six weeks have 
been officially denied. The most it is 
thought this date could be advaneed is 
from May 15 to May |! 

Meanwhile it is admitted in political 
circles in London that the disturbances im 
Palestine may delay the removal of 
military stores and equipment. It appears 
to be the Government's intention to 
destroy any fighting equipment which 
cannot be removed before August |. 
There is at present no jntention of selling 
arms, ammunition, or other weapons to 
the Jewish or Arab authorities. Arrange- 
ments are to be made with the Unried 
Nations Palestine Commission for the 
safe storage and subsequent disposal of 
non-military material which may = not 
have been removed by August ! 

Lord Altrincham, initiating the debate 
on Palestine, said that he believed that the 
Mandate could have been carried out, but 
that they had been frustrated not by con- 
ditions in Palestine nor by any trouble 
that might have arisen between the Jews 
and Arabs. but because of events. outside 
Palestine, such as the terrible persecution 
of the Jews in Europe, which gave an 
edge to that controversy and to Jewish 
feeling which would nor otherwise have 
been given, and by the cynicism, indiffer- 
ence, and self-secking of other Powers 
who had used Palestine for their own 
purposes without considering adequately 
the interests of the people there or of the 
Power which was responsible for dis- 
charging the Mandate. 


Prestige of U.N. 


Lord Strabolgi said that there was 
something more important even than 
Palestine or the future of Palestine, and 
that was the prestige and survival of the 
United Nations. 

The Jews in. Palestine, the Jewish 
Agency, and spokesmen of the Jewish 
Communities had accepted the proposals 
of the United Nations for partition 

Was the militia of the Jewish ency, 
Hagana, to be recognised and allowed 
to be organised openly as a means of 
preserving order as the British troops 
withdrew, Lord Strabolgi asked. 

The Archbishop of York said that 
whenever he spoke on that subject, he 
was pursued by a virulent correspond- 
ence. Not long ago, he was accused of 
preaching hate against the Jews. He 
detested anti-Semitism. 

The failure of their Mandate had been 
due to causes beyond their control. The 
narrow stream of refugees’ which they 
had expected had turned into a great 
torrent of people, eager to escape from 
the most horrible persecution which had 
ever fallen upon any race 

He was especially concerned about the 
fate of the Christians in the new States. 
He hoped they would see that real 
religious freedom was secured for all 
Christians, and, of course, for Jews and 
Moslems. in the different States. There 
was a grave danger that there might not 


be religious freedom im those two new 
Siates By “religious freedom.” be 
meant freedom of worship. freedom of 
education, freedom of conversion and 
evangelisation, and freedom from any 
legal discrimination on account of a 
mans religion. That was not found in 


Palestine to-day. The Jewish Chrisuan

Viscount Samuel said that he did not 
approve the policy of partition. but he 
saw NO advantage in reopening the argu- 
ment of in endeavouring to apportion 
blame

later than May I5, 1948. and to with- 
draw their troops not later than August | 
of this year those were terminal dates 
which could not be postponed. but which 


might be advanced 
Rey deplored the possibility of 
violence and disorder Nevertheless, 


they were determined to withdraw their 
administration and troops at latest at the 
dates which they had laid down 
Meanwhile, so long as the United 
Kingdom continued to hold the Mandate 


the Mahdatory Government remaine 
responsible for mtiintaining law and 
order in Palestine. 

From November 30 of last vear to 


January 18 this year, the official casualty 
lists gave the following figures of 
casualues sustained by British troops and 
police: 20 sokdicrs killed, 72 wounded; 
14 police killed, 40 wounded: & Brit sh 
civihans killed. and 2 wounded. Dur- 
ing the same period, 345 Arabs had 
been killed and 877 were known to have 
been wounded The record of Jew sh 
casualties was 333 killed and 633 
wounded. 


Arms Searches Stopped 


They had endeavoured to assist both 
communities, in areas where either A abs 
or Jews were in the great majority. to 
make arrangements for itbeir own 
security Orders had been given that 
there were to be no searches for aims 
except in cases where there Was evidenc 
that arms had been musused oi \ 
likely to be misused, for offensive pur- 
poses. For instance, it had been made 
clear to the Jewish Agency that nothing 
would be done to obstruct Jewish self- 
defence organisations so long as they 


acted in a purely defensive role In 
the case of offensive or provocative 
action, however, the authorities had 
taken, and would continue to take, 
strong measures. 

Suggestions had been made that the 


security forces had shown negligence ina 
Jews against Arab attacks. 
Such accusations were unfounded 

It was only just to acknowledge that 
members of the Arab Higher Commitice 
in Jerusalem had made genuine cfforts 
to curb Arab violence. 

Dealing with immigration, Lord Lius- 
towel said that there were now 
31,000 Jews in the Cyprus camps 
Majesty's Government had already 
announced that they could not have 
illegal imongrants on British territory 
after the military withdrawal. 

One of the recommendations of the 
United Nations Assembly was that the 
Mandatory Power should use its best 
endeavours to ensure thal an area situ- 
ated in the territory of the Jewish State 
including a seaport and  hinterla 
adequate to provide facilities for a sub- 
stantial immigration, should be ev 
ated not later than February 1, 1948. 
The Secretary of State for Forcign 
Affairs had said that the Government 
could not agree to open a port until

NEW JEWISH SCHOOL 


Rabbi Kopul Rosen 
Explains Project 
[By a Jewisu CHRONICLE Reporter| 


A plan to establish a new Jewish 
school in this country, on lines similar 
to a public school, for which Rabbi 
Kopul Rosen, the Principal Rabbi of the 
Federation of Synagogues, is responsibic, 
is now taking pe. 

in an interview which Rabbi Rosen 
ve me for THe JewisH CHRONICLE, 
e¢ made it clear that since no school 
could be described as a public school 
until the headmaster had been invited to 
the Headmasters’ Conference, itt was 
a impossible to begin a public 
school. 


Jewish and Secular Education 


“The ethos of a public school,” said 
Rabbi Rosen, “is essentially Christian.” 
The school which they contemplated 
planned to produce men deeply Jewish 
in thought and behaviour, while at the 
same time possessing a first-rate modern 
secular education, with an appreciation 
of all that was best in modern culture. 
Music and the arts would noi be 
neglected. 

A magnificent mansion standing in 60 
acres of ground had been acquired on 
the outskirts of Newbury, Berkshire. that 
offered immediate accommodation for 
100 pupils, with ample scope for further 
expansion, said abbi Rosen. 

A non-profi, making company had 
been formed, known as “ Carmel! College 
Limited.” The capital was being raised 
by loans, and after they had been repaid 
all profits would be devoted to further 
improvement and devclopment of the 
school, 


The school was not being. sponsored by 
any one section of the community; the 

esent members of the company 

longed to all sections. The additional 
Governors to be appointed would also 
be representative of Anglo-Jewry. 

Fees would be the same as those 
current at public schools, but free places 
would be provided for boys who showed 
particular promise but whose parents 
could not afford to pay for them. No 
pupil would be admitted to the school 
until he had passed an examination and 
an intelligence test, and his parents had 
been interviewed, 


Need for Teachers 


“Our problem at the moment,” 
Rabbi Rosen said, “ is to get an adequate 
teaching staff, and we are eager to hear 
from Jewish teachers who feel that they 
can be useful in this venture. 

“| believe that it is possible, within 
two to three school generations, to bring 
the school up to the level where the 
boys are able to gain a fair proportion 
of scholarships and exhibitions to a 
university, and at the same time to reach 
a standard of Hebrew and religious 
education which has never yet been 
aspired to in this country.” 

It was hoped, he added. to open the 
school next September, but the premises 
would in the meantime be available for 
vanious communal purposes and for the 
enrolment of pupils between the ages of 
ti and 14. The school will develop by 
mone — it covered the age groups of 

to 

Carmel College, which was formerly

D'ISRAELI CENTENARY 


This week marks the centenary of the 
death of Isaac D'Israeli, the father of 
Benjamin Disraeli (Earl of Beaconsfield). 
He died on January 19, 1848, m bes 
82nd me at his country home at 
Bradenham in Bucks. Owing to a 
personal dispute with the Gentlemen of 
the Mahamad at Bevis Marks, he had 
separated from the Synagogue and con- 
sented—with some reluctance—to his 
children beine baptised But he pever 
jorned the Church himself, and in later 
years evinced considerable mterest in 
Reform Judaism. He has a secure place 
as a writer in English literature, quite 
apart from his fame as the father of the 
great statesman. The latter had grown 
to love the Bucks countryside through 


residence at his’ fathers home at 
Bradenham. In 1848, he took up resi- 
dence nearby at Hughenden Manor, 


which has now become his national 
memorial.. Both Bradenham and Hugh- 
enden are im close proximiy to High 
Wycombe, the town. for which—after 
three unsuccessful aitempts—Benjamin 
Disracli became M.-P. a few months 
before his father’s death. A. century 
later, in the historic High Street, so well 
known to both father and son, this paper 
has its editorial and printing office.

AN INVOLUNTARY GUEST 


On November 30, Mr. Joel Wolfsohn.

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SIR R. WALEY COHEN APPEALS FOR C.B.F. 
Palestine’s Contribution to Refugee Problem

s by giving every support to the 
Central British Fund was made by Sir 
Robert Waley Cohen when he spoke at a 

ting organised by the Hampstead 
Suburb Committee of the C.B.F. 
at the Hampstead Garden Suburb Syna- 
ogue on Thursday of last week. Sir 
Shen said that there would be a stiff 
siruggle before Palestine could make a 
big contribution to the refugee problem. 

Some of the refugees from the Con- 
tinent had gone to Palestine, a few had 
emigrated clsewhere, but most of them 
were still in what were called camps 
for displaced persons. 


Intractable Problems 


The Central British Fund had made a 
series of efforts to find ways of helping 
their brethren in their terrible plight At 
present there were still left a number of 
miractable problems which needed con- 
structive solution 

The Fund had been responsible tor 
bringing 700 refugee children to. this 
country It had hoped to bring 1,000 
children from the camps and to help 
them to a happier hfe 

They also had to try and help im the 
reconstruction of the cultural life in 
countries which had been subjected to 
terror and where Jewish hile had disap- 
peared, the Central British Fund had 
contributed to the rebuilding of Jewish 
life in parts of Germany, Austria, Italy. 
Rumania CGsreece, and many other 
countrics Ihe Jewish for 
Relief Abroad had taken an active part 
in that work 

In 1947, alone, declared Sir Robert. 
expenditure on the 700 children brought 
bere was £113,000. In addition, some 
people actually living in this country 
could not build up their lives again by 


themselves and had to be helped. The 
Central British Fund had dealt with a 
great variety of problems and much 
more could be done if more funds were 
available. 

Referring to Palestine, Sir Robert said 
that many mistakes had been made there 
—tmistakes of policy and mistakes arising 
from the lack of that human tolerance 
which the Jews had needed so much but 
which perhaps owing to the scars of per- 
secution they were not so ready as they 
should have been to show to one 
another. He believed that, very largely, 
the lessons had been learned and that 
the Jews in Palestine were determined to 
make a success of the country not neces- 
sarily for themselves as Jews but for ‘he 
credu' that could bring to the Jewish 
cause, the service it could bring to 
human causes throughow the world and 
the example it could set. 


Immigration Needs 


Those who were responsible for Jewish 
policy would be called upon to give 
preference to the strongest elements, 
those who could stand the very severe 
conditions that would confront Jews im 
Palestine in the near future. There was 
a great difference between the tragic 
conditions in Palestine and those that 
beset their brethren in other lands. The 
Palesiinian Jews were borne up by the 
feeling that they were building, that they 
were On a rising curve and were moving 
forward while the Jews on the Continent 
had to be merely concerned with efforts 
not to go down. Those who were trying 
to solve the Palestine problem could not 
afford to neglect the question of the 
refugees 

An appeal for funds for the C.B.P. 
was made by Mr. S. J. Birn, and about 
£1.700 was subscribed. 

Mr. S. J..Cohen presided. 

Two films, one illustrating the work 
of the C.B.F. and the other carrying an 
appeal by Eddie Cantor, were shown.

“ALLIANCE'S” PROUD 
RECORD 


Fight for Jewish Rights 


[From our Own Correspondent] 
Paris 


The Alhance  Israélite Universelle, 
known to Jews all over the world as the 
“ Alhance,” was founded by French 
Jews in 1860. and has a continuous 
record of constructive service. It 
fought for Jewish rights in nearly every 
country in the 

In addition to fighting for Jewish 
emancipation and for the granting of 
full civic status to Jews in every country, 
the Alliance also tried to educate Jews 
and train them for useful productive 
trades in order to make them worthy of 
citizenship, because the Alliance was the 
first major Jewish organisation to recog- 
nise the simple truth that the oppression 
and inferior legal status of Jews in East- 
ern European and Oriental countries en- 
dangered and lowered the Jewish position 
m the democratic Western countries 
where they enjoyed full rights of citi- 
zenship. 

Ihe first task the Allliance set itself 
was to organise a network of Jewish 
schools in many European and in nearly 
all Middle Eastern countries. Teachers’ 
and Rabbinical seminaries were founded 
in order to ensure a new generation 
of progressively-minded Rabbis and 
teachers. Special attention was devoted 
to the education of communal leaders 
and teachers in every Jewish Community 
so as to enable the backward sections 
to carry on by themselves the struggle 
for emancipation and for their elemen- 
tary rights 


Training Instructors 


_ At a later stage, the Alliance trained 
instructors for its trade schools. Per- 
haps the most important constructive 
step was the attempt to bring back 
several thousands of Jews to the soil 
and to train them for farming and other 
agriculiural work. In the Middle. East- 
ern countries, and in Palestine, the Allli- 
ance established agricultural colleges— 
the most famous being Mikveh Israel in 
Palestine—where fully qualified farming 
and gardening instructors, who after- 
wards became pioneers in Jewish coloni- 


sation work, were turned out. The 
1.C.A. (Jewish Colonisation Association) 
and the P.ILC.A. (Palestine Jewish 


Colonisation Association) rounded off 
these activities by settling volunteers on 
the land and providing them with all 
the necessary agricultural machinery and 
livestock 

Steps were taken through diplomatic 
and political channels to safeguard the 
political status of Jews in countries 
where the need arose. The Alliance's 
method was not to make a fuss over its 
interventions on behalf of Jews. Rather, 
it preferred to work discreetly, and with 
a minimum of propaganda. Persuasion 
and personal contact with Governments 
and -rulers were the methods adopted. And 
because of this lack of publicity, few 
people realise the extent of the Alliance's 
great work on behalf of Jewry. 

The Alliance quite early recognised 
the importance of the Zionist idea to 
the future of Jewry, and although it was 
accused of having assimilationist  ten- 
dencies, and many of its leaders were, 
in fact, assimilated Jews, it always sup- 
ported Zionist colonisation work and 
used itS vast resources and influence to 
Eve political backing to the Zionist 

ovement 


Assets Plundered by Nazis 


During the occupation of France, the 
work of the Alliance was, for a time, 
completely paralysed. All its funds 


were confiscated; its assets plundered, 
and its archives and magnificent library 
removed to the Berlin Institute for 
Jewish Affairs. The President of the 
Alliance, Professor René Cassin, Vice- 
President of the Conseil d Etat, did 
everything possible to restart the work 
of the Alliance in Africa immediately 
after the Allied landings there The 
Alliance now maintains 160 schools in 
the Middle East, mostly in French North 
Africa, Tangiers, Morocco, Syria, and 
Palestine. Over 50,000 Jewish children 
are being educated and trained for use- 
ful trades. 

The large funds that were once at the 
disposal of the Alliance have virtually 
disappeared. The war brought ruin to 
France, and also to this great Jewish 
orgamisaton. Nevertheless, a real attempt 
is being made to maintain the old tradi- 
tion of service. The nature of its activi- 
ties has very largely changed, so that the 
organisation can adapt uself to the new 
times. The consequence is that the Alli- 
ance iS now more popular than ever. 
While it would not be correct to say 
that it is a Zionist institution, it would 
be true to describe it as pro-Zionist. 

The tragedy of European Jewry, the 
Nazi occupation, and the Vichy regime 
have changed the attitude of French 
Jewry towards their brethren in other 
countries, and the Alliance is now at one 
with the Jewish Agency in its opinion 
that Palestine provides nly solution 
for the problem of the Jewish D.P.s, 
and those Eastern European)! Jews who 
are compelled to emigrate. For that 
reason, the training and educstion of 
Alliance pupils is now fully adapted to 
the needs of Palestine, Hebrew being one 
of the main subjects in the educational 
curriculum. 


IN SEARCH OF THE EAST END (3) 
By A. B. LEVY 


An older servant of Stepney than the 
mayors and street sweepers who were 
discussed last week is Mr. Bogdin, 
known to two generations of readers at 
the Whitechapel Library. After 38 years 
he is still advising them when they wish 
to borrow or consult one or more of the 
4.000 volumes of Judaica. (About 1,000 
of these are Hebrew books, 1,000 Yid- 
dish, and 2,000 English.) 

The library was badly damaged during 
the war The top of the building was 
completely burnt out. A large number 
of books was destroyed, many by water 
—among them some files of THe JewtsH 
CHRONICLE. Twenty years of bound 
volumes of this journal are still avail- 
able. The copy in the reading room, by 
the way, acquires a very tattered appear- 
ance by the Thursday following publica- 
tron. 

The Students’ Room, so busy in olden 
days, 1s no longer used; and the Refer- 
ence Room, where once you were lucky 


to find a seat, is a dismal sight these 


evenings—all but empty. 

Many memories here—of eager. plod- 
ding young men and women, ambitious 
for success and often attaining § it. 
Among writers who worked here are 
Simon Blumenfeld and Willie Goldman. 

poct and a painter of genius who 
both died too young, Isaac Rosenberg 
and Mark Gertler, studied here. Rosen- 
berg autographed a copy of his early 
poems for Mr. Bogdin. Old scholars 
worked here, too. Mr. James Lowe 
wrote his “‘ Rashj on Genesis” in the 
Reference Room. He was 76 when it 
was published in 1928, and he lived 
16 years longer... The late Dr. Wilham 
Feldman pursued here his researches for 
his writings on medicine and the Talmud. 

It is the Soncino Talmud which 
engrosses one of the three readers using 
the room during our visit. He is a young 
student. At another table a bearded 
ancient, peering through a reading glass, 
is pencilling a Yiddish letter. The third 
visitor is not Jewish. 

In the Lending Department there were 
once three Jewish applicants to every 
non-Jewish. To-day, the proportions are 
about equal. 


Borrowing and Buying Books 


Despite the decrease in the Borough's 
population, the Stepney Libraries’ book 
issues are to-day as numerous as before 
the war Two reasons are: borrowers 
may take more books at a time, and 
readers from other boroughs may nowa- 
days come to Stepney and borrow—-an 
opportunity which, for instance, Jewish 
readers in other parts of London make

Others come down to Whitechapel 
to buy their Jewish’ books. The 
many dealers in Machzorim and Talitim, 
Mezuzo; and Tefillin, have a widely dis- 
persed clientéle. Shapiro Vallentine, in 
Wentworth Sireet, for instance, have sent 
their publications to customers in China 
and Japan, among other distant places. 
The original founder of the firm, Isaac 
Vallentine, was ‘also the founder, in 1841, 
of THe Jewish CHRONICLE. 

Near this shop, a domestic injunction 
to “ bring back some baigels ” is remem- 
bered. Together with twelve baigels, for 
a shilling, comes a tale of woe from the 
baigel-woman: so few people about in 
the darkening street and she will have to 
stay till 10 o’clock to sell all her stock. 
She recalls the time they would have 
gone like one o'clock. She recalls, too, 
the days when for a shilling she would 
have given you a hundred. And even 
then, she says, some folk were not satis- 
fied.. Why, in Fashion S{reet, years ago, 
there was a fight; one of the brawlers 
pulled the fire alarm; ang when the 
Brigade arrived they found {{ was a row 
over the price of baigels! 


Esther of Old Montague Street 


Leaving her, you call to mind one of 
her rivals’ Esther of Old Montague 
Street. Old Esther, with her basket of 
baigels. was an all-weather feature of the 
pavements, near the steps leading down 
to Black Lion Yard. You saw, here, in 
the early 1930's the then Member of 
Parliament for Whitechapel, Mr. Barnett 
Janner, exchanging pennies for baigels. 

So. along Old Montague Street, past 
the Kasher Poultry Yard, from which a 
few feathers fly, towards Black Lion 
Yard, where the engagement ring you 
bought for £30 so many years ago would 
now command three figures. Alas, 
Esther isn’t there. Near where she sat, 
stands a beggar, cap extended and quietly 
singing “ Lead, kindly light.” Jewish 
passers-by drop pennies in the cap. 
Esther, you learn, had a street accident 
and is not able to come and sell baigels. 

Down the steps, on the wooden gates 
of Evans the Cowkeeper, is painted an 
announcememt in Yiddish. Except for 
the posters of the two Jewish theatres, 
Yiddish is seldom seen these days in the 
streets where once hoardings and walls 
were plastered with notices in Mame- 
Loshon of meetings and services, and 
L.C.C. and police instructions. Even on 
the fire alarm the baigel brawler used 
there was a Yiddish translation of the 
instruction: “ Break the glass, pull the 
handle, and wait till the engine comes.”’

The Restitution 
Law issued in the French zone, however. 
tell short of the American law in several!

Demand for Restitution

“We have decided,” said the Presi- 
dent, “to make an official approach to 
the Government on this matter.” 

In reply to a statement by Mk. H. A. 
Goopman (Union of Orthodox Hebrew 
Congregations) that the position of the 
Jews would become more difficult as the 
Germans took over the government of 
the country, the President said that in 
that connection they had communicated 
to the Government their views in regard 
to the future of the Jews in a recon- 
stituted Austria and were preparing 
similar views on a reconstituted Germany 
or parts of Germany, and the Commit- 
tee had decided to go ahead in dealing 
with the different parts of Germany in 
the present condition if there was an 
attempt to make any sort of change in 
regard to the two or three zones. 

in a reference to the question of resti- 
tution, the President said there was in 
existence a scheme for the making of 
personal claims for restitution The 
questions of heirless property were, how- 
ever, very important, and they would 
like to see a similar law adopied by all 
three zones. 

L. Kirscu (Philpot Street Sphar- 
dish) drew attention to the Order of the

The Aden Pogrom 


Dealing with the Aden pogrom, Pro- 
lessor Brodetsky said that what had 
happened was vastly more serious than 
most of them had imagine% The whole 
future of the Jews in Aden might be 
m question, because the attack had been 
carried out by Arabs who were under 
Government control and were in fact 
responsible for maintaining security. 

fhe Government took the view that 
while they might be responsible for the 
rehef of citizens of Aden, they could 
not be held responsible for the relief 
of a very large number of foreign Jews 
who were living in Aden, particularly the 
Yemenite Jews. 

They felt they ought to get proper 
Satisfaction in regard to «compensation 
for those affected by the riots. A cable 
had been received from the lawyer whom 
they had sent out to Aden telling them 
what he had been doing. 

They were witnessing. in Aden, said 
Mr. H. Luspock (Great Garden Street). 
something which was a repetition of 
Bevinism. It was not a question of send- 
ing a lawyer to Aden, but of submitting 
their view to the United Nations for 
them to carry out an inquiry. He moved 
the reference back of the paragraph. 

Mr. A. (Pontypridd) 
seconded the reference back. 

The President pointed out that as the 
reports given by the Government appear- 
ing im the Press and the printed reports 
did mot quite agree, it was obviously 
better that they should get their ow, 
miormation first. Therefore, it seemed 
to him that the. reference back of the 
motion would not get them any furthe 


Board not a Government 


Dealing with the suggestion that the 
matter should be put before the United 
Nations, he said that that was a step 
which could hardly be taken by the 
Board. Ihe Board was not a Govern- 
ment or a member of the United Nations 
and it obviously meant that they would 
have to get in touch with some foreign 
Government and make an accusation 
against the British Government. 

The reference back metion was lost. 

Mr. M. W. Doms (Order Achei Brith 
and Shicid. of Abraham) moved § the 
reference back of the paragraph dealing 
with the invitation to send fraternal! 
delegates to the second session of the 
World Jewish Congress on the ground 
of expense. 

Mr. H. Sorer (Liberal) seconded the 
motion. Out of the 12 gentlemen who 
were present at that Committee of the 
Board, no less than seven were either 
officials or leading supporters of the 
World Jewish Congress.. In fact, the 
Congress had subverted the authority 
and. will of the Board to direct it from 
within. 

The President said the function of the 
Board was to keep in touch with al! the 
important Jewish organisations that 
existed. 

Mr. Domb agreed to wtihdraw his 
motion. But Mr. Soref refused to do 
so. The motion was then moved by 
Mr. Soref and seconded by Mr. H. A.

The Committee approved that the 
widest possible circulation be given to

the two documents, “Fascism in Britain” 
and. Survey of Open-Air Fascist Mect- 
ings,” both withn and without the 
community. 

It was reported that the Trustees of 
the Defence Appeal had agreed to the 
Trust Deed, which would in due course 
go for approval to the Board. 

The unanimously agreed 
that the Board's Executive Committee 
be asked to approve the issue of a joimt 
statement by the leading Jewish organi- 
sations denouncing the activities of the 
Hebrew Legion as a menace to the best 
interests of the Jewish Community. 

Mr. Hydieman reported on the deputa- 
tion to the Home Secretary. When they 
saw the Home Secretary some time ago, 
he said, they were invited to see him 
again. Another reason for their going to 
see him was the reappearance of Mosley 
as head of a party, with a programme 
which incladed the expulsion of the 
majority of Jews living in Britain 

It was also their duty to express to 
the. Home Secretary their views on the 
manner in which provocative mectings 
continued to be held. In addition. they 
went to submit concrete suggestions for 
his consideration 


Executive Action 


[hey asked for immediate executive 
action in certain respects and particularly 
in respect of Fascist street meetings on 
the basis of the provocation and the 
sersous public disorder they were known 
to produce. They also submitted propo- 
sals for amending the Law of Seditious 
Libel and the Public Order Act so that 
those Acts could prove really effective 


to meet the existing circumstances. The 
Home Secretary said that legislation 
would be required to do what was 


asked for. As that involved limitations 
on the freedom of speech and freedom 
of assembly, he felt that in putting for- 
ward such proposals he must‘ have both 
public opinion and Parliamentary sup- 
port behind him. He made i clear that 
he did regard the situation as one which 
demanded his earnest attention. 

It was made quite clear to the deputa- 
that in any such legislation the 
powers and the responsibility would have 
to rest.with the Home Secretary himself 
and could not be vested in any local 
authorities, and he gave them his reasons 
for this—reasons which they felt were 
both logical and necessary. 

The deputation asked for new legisla- 
union, and they submitted thei sugges- 
wons as to the form it might take and, 
alter much detailed discussion, they Ieft 
with the Home Secretary a draft form of 
their proposals as prepared by M: 
Neville Laski and Mr. Webber. 

“Tam convinced,” said Mr. Hydieman 
“ that the idea of legislation, in a sens 
that will maintain freedom of speech in 
the true meaning of the term, and not 
as it 8 abused to-day, and would also 
mean the bringing up to date of the Law 
of Seditious Libel, will now seriously be 
considered by the Law Officers of the 
Crown.” 

Dealing with the Defence Appeal, M: 
Hydieman said it was now definitely 
launched The. Trust Deed had been 
approved by the Trustees, and meetings 
for the purpose of raising funds had 
begun. The amount in hand from theit 
last Defence Appeal of four years ago 
would last for only five months at th 
present inadequate rate of expendiiure 


No Co-operation with J.P.A. 


Answering a question by Mr. BEN 
Moss (St. George's Settlement), who 
had asked whether it was not possible to 
co-operate with the J.P.A., so that the 
Defence Appeal of the Board did not 
clash with it, Mr. Hydieman said the 
Defence Committee could not afford any 
longer to yield ground to any other 
appeal, however important. 

The report was adopted. 

The report of the Law and Parliamen- 
itary Commitice was moved by Mae. 
REUBEN LIEBERMAN (Brighton and Hove) 

The Committee recommended that Mr. 
Isaac Landau, who had been the Board's 
representative on the Jew Memoria! 
Council for the past three“ years, be re- 
appoimted to that position for a further 
period. 

Mer. Wiittam (New West 
End Synagogue) urged that the question 
of Charity Co-ordination be once again 
reviewed, and that a conference be con- 
vened for that . purpose. 

Mr. Revusen said _ the 
Charities Registration. Committee was 
asking for extended terms of reference in 


order to enable it to attempt the co- 
ordination of certam~ charities with 
similar objects. The request of that 


committee would be considered by the 
Law and Parliamentary Committee at 
its next meeting. Only moral pressure 
could be exerted on those charities, and 
it would be best to allow the Charities 
Registration Committee to undertake 
the attempt to  co-ordimate the 
manner it thought best.

The Forcign Office is investigating 
reports (published elsewhere im this issue) 
of the sale of acroplanes and barbed 
wire to the Jewish Agency. 

“The svle of arms of any kind to either 
of the participants in the struggle m 
Palestine would be entirely contrary to 
the Government's policy,” a Forcign 
Office spokesman told me. Such a sale 
would be “legal in the strict sense of 
the word, but in earlier statements made 
by Mr. Bevin he had said the British 
would not leave mm Palestine “any war- 
like toys when they withdrew, and (hat 
still remained phe mtention. 

Such transactions would normally «be 
carried out through the Disposal Board 
in Cairo (a department of the Ministry 
of Supply), but that Ministry denied all 
knowledge of the matter. 


Arms for Arab States

THE SYNAGOGUE 
AND ZIONISM 


Support for J.P.A. 


[By a Jewisn Curonici_e Reporter| 


Those who were opposing Zionism 
were now collecting their forces, Pro- 
fessor S. Brodetsky declared at the All- 
Britain Synagogue Conference, convened 
by the Synagogue Council of the Zionrsi 
Federation, and held at the Anglo-Pales- 
tinian Club last Sunday. 

Looking at Jewish newspapers of the 
last two weeks, said Professor Brodetsky, 
they saw new authorities arising for the 
Jewish people Persons who had not 
taken the slightest interest in the murder 
of six million Jews im Europe were now 
making attacks on the Zionist Move- 
ment and the Jewish Agency. The 
withdrawal of the British from Palestine 
was being made the excuse for not ful- 
filling the responsibilities which they 
themselves had undertaken. The Govern- 
ment had declared that so long as they 
held the Mandate they were responsible 
for Palestine, and they had no right to 
throw up their responsibilities. The Jews 
were a people who abhorred the taking 
of human life. But we had had forced 
upon us the task of self-defence in Pales- 
tine, and because of that, attacks were 
being made on us by Jews and non-Jews. 
They were not going to be led astray 
by a few people who spoke in the name 
of Anglo-Jewry, but who did not repre- 
sent the Jewish people and were com- 
pletely out of contact with the Jewish 
masses. 

In his experience, Israc!l Brodie 
said, Zionists who really Understood the 
basic principles of Zionism had been the 
gfeatest supporters of the synagogue. The 
true Zionmst would not tolerate any in- 
terference with the traditional expression 
of Judaism in the synazogue Some 
people might think that Zionism would 
become an anachronism in the light of 
the partial realisation of our hopes, 
prayers, and dreams. But Zionism would 


still have to continue io fire Jewish 
imagination and arouse the apathetic. 
Zionism would still be necessary to 


stimulate the Jewish people in this and 
other. countries, and he thought that 
through the synagogue, even wrihout 
formal association with any organisation, 
true Zionists could play an important 
part 

Britain and trag 


On the previous Thursday, a treaty 
had been signed between Great Britain 
and traq, the Rev. Dr. A. Cohen, of 
Birmingham, recalled. and we had been 
told that that was only the first of a 
series of simular treaties contemplated 
with the Arab States.

sion and its Secretariat. 


Appeal to Security Coancil ? 


A_ resolution was presented to. the 
Commission by the Philippine member, 
Senator Vincente Francisco, calling on 
the Security Council to consider without 
further delay the question of implement- 
ing the General Assembly's resolution on 
partiuon, by taking action under Articles 
39 and 41 of the Charter. (These articles 
deal with threats to peace and measures 
not involving the use of armed forces.) 
Senator Francisco’s resolution has been 
handed to his fellow-members for con- 
sideration, but has not yet been placed 
on the agenda 

Action by the Security Council is still 
regarded as “ doubiful,”” although the 
submission to it of the first monthly 
Commission report on February 1 might 
lead to sieps being taken. 


Volunteer Forces ? 


There has been discussion in the 
Security Council of the United States’ 
ellorts to sound the smaller Powers on 
the. question of providing volunteer 
lorces for Palestine. America’s attitude 
to the problem is sull uncertain. {ft is 
believed that President Truman's state- 
ment, that the sending of U.S. troops is 
not contemplated was meant to preclude 
the sending of troops by any of the great 
Powers. The implication of his remark 
that the Unined Nations will have an 
international force 1s not’ generally re- 
garded as clear. There 1s, however, a 
widespread belief that the United States 
would permit the furnishing of arms to 
a Jewish militia if the United Nations 
recommended such action. In that case 
the Arabs. too. would be enabled to 
purchase arms, provided they were 
wilhng to abide by the U.N. decision. 


Secrecy Rule 


The Palestine Commission has drafied 
a number of further questions to be put 
to the British representative, particularly 
im regard to the impending withdrawal 
from. Tel-Aviv, and the question of 
secrecy. The Commussion has issued 
a statement declaring the rule of secrecy 
to have been decided upon “ solely in 
view of the gravity of the present situa- 
uon in Palestine, as a result of which 
some of the =wmformation received 
involves the safety of a considerable 
number of people there.” 

It is learned from “ most reliable 
sources” here that the Palestine Com- 
mission has reached an agreement to ask 
lor an imternational force for the enforce- 
ment of partition 


New Unscop President 


The election of a new President for the 
United Nations Economic and Social 
Council (Unesco) in February will have 
some bearing on the Palestine question, 
since the Council is directly responsible 
for linking the Jewish and Arab States in 
an economic union. Britain js said to 
favour the Lebanon for the presidency, 
while. the United States advocates Chile, 
and France Poland. Kk is possible. that 
a compromise will be reached with a 
French presidency — 


The Palestine Commission has received 
from the Arab Higher Committee an 
intimation of its refusal to appear before 
the Commission 

The Implementation Commussion has 
appointed a boundaries’ committee, 
composed of three non-Palestinians, to 
mark the boundaries between the Jewish 
and Arab States 

Another commission of three: was 
appomted as a preparatory economic 
body to lay the basis for the continuity 
of public services in Palestine after the 
termination of the Mandate. It is under- 
stood that one of the members is a noted 
economist, another is a non-British expert 
on Palestine affairs, and the third ts a 
member of the United Nations Secretariat. 
Both commissions will be accompanied 
by staffs of experts.—(J.T.A.)

APPEAL TO SAVE 
STARVING D.P.s 


Millions in Despair May 
Not Survive Winter 


[From a Correspondent| 


An appeal to the conscience 0; 
world has been issued in Geneva by . 
number of international human 
organisations, including the Internationa} 
Committee of the Red Cross, the Inier. 
national Union for Child Welfare, the 
World Council of Churches, the 
Union of Societies for Child Care. 
Health and Hygiene Among Jews. the 
International Centre for Relief to ¢ Vihan 
Populations, and the World Alliance of 
Y.M.C.A., urging immediate conitriby. 
tions on a large scale to save the lives of 
the destitute millions in Europe lacing 
another winter. 

“A new winter has come, to § 
millions of human beings in absolute 
despair,” the appeal says. “ Millions of 
refugees find themselves without a home 
They live in wooden huts or in the cellars 
of ruined houses, a prey to starvation 
and sickness. Innumerable children are 
orphaned. There are no beds o; hospital 
equipment for the sick. Adolescents 
their health already undermined. have 
neither the will nor the strength to face 
the difficult future. How will the up. 
fortunates survive the privation of th 


winter, especially during th 
critical months of the beginning of 1949. 
when the imsufficient stocks 


over from the disastrous harvest of 19 
will have been exhausted”? 


Appeal to Private Generosity 


Even though the responsible Gover. 
ments are making very considerable 
efforts, they are far from being able wo 
meet the urgent needs. Distress is on » 
large a scale that an appeal to privat 
generosity iS imperative. There is a 
tellowship which binds us to al! humans 
beings who are in distress. Even the 
smallest gift may help to save a life: 
therefore everyone, according to his 
means, should make his contribuuon to 
the national or international relie! organi- 
sation whose common object it 1s to bring 
assistance ~¢o all who suffer.”

JEWISH D.P.s 


A discouraging note has been injected 
into the Government's immigration 
policy as far as Jewsh D.P.s are con- 
cerned. Some months ago, the Govern- 
ment accepted the plan of the “ needles 
trades" (as the men’s and women’s 
garment industries are called here) by 
which a number of Jewish tailors should 
be allowed to come to Canada to relieve 
the labour . shortage. Representauons 
were made both by the emplovers and 
the unions. The Government agreed to 
this plan. and a Jewish representative 
was sent to Europe to create the neces- 
sary machinery for registration and 
examination of applicants. 

The first 200 persons to come to 
Canada under the aegis of the needles 
trade were all non-Jews. As the in- 
dustry is largely in the hands of Jews 
this has caused much bitterness in the 
Canadian Jewish Community. An tronic 
situation occurred when a Jewish com- 
mittee went to welcome the immigrants 
and found that they were al! non-Jews 

[A later report states that 386 Jewish 
needle trade workers, former inmates of 
concentration camps. have. arrived in 
Canada. They will be employed in the 
clothing industry in Montreal, Toronto, 
and Winnipee. Other groups are expected 
to arrive shortly.] 


FALSE PASSPORTS 


Further information regarding the 
smuggling of D.P.s into Canada shows 
that a false pessposs ring has been 
operating widely in Europe and has been 
robbing its victims on a large scale. 
Very few of them have arrived in 
Canada. They paid as much as £370 for 
their passports, and some believed that 
this entitled them to enter Canada legally. 

The Toronto Jewish Community is 
energetically working to legalise the posi- 
tion of the féw detained Jews, and is 
ready to provide any guarantee desired 
to enable them to remain in Canada. 


U.S. ARMY CANCELS ARMS 
SALE 


Cancellation of the recent sale of 200 
tons of explosives destined for Jewish 
defence in Palestine was announced in 
Washington by Mr. Kenneth C. Royall, 
Secretary of the Army. The announce- 
ment was made soon after Congressman 
Ross Rizley, Chairman of the House 
sub-committee on disposal of surplus 
property, stated he was planning to begin 
shortly on the sale of surplus 
explosives for shipment to Palestine. The 
entire load of explosives which was dis- 
covered recently in New Jersey, has now 
been returned to the War Assets Admini- 
stration

GERMAN POGROM TRIAL 


The first murder trial in the Western 
zone of Germany before a German jury 
is taking place at Bremen. Twenty S.A. 
Storm Troopers are charged with the 
murder of Jews.’ 

On November 10, 1938, the 78-vear- 
old Dr. Adolf Goldberg and his wife 
were killed by S.A. Bee Trooper 
August Frithling, and on the same day 
Leopold Sinasohn, a fitter, was killed by 
S.A. Storm Trooper Bruno Mahfstaedt. 

The murderers pleaded “ hieher orders 
from their S.A. commanders,” who deny 
that they gave any such orders. 

All the Storm Troopers, officers and 
men, who took part in the murders, are 
charged.

and would continue to work for thei 
attainment. 

The Committee also received congratu- 
latory messages from the Secretary for 
Labour, Mr. Lewis B. Schwellenbach. the 
Governor of New York, Mr. Thomas E. 
Dewey, and Senator Robert A. Taft. 
Senator Leverett Saltonstall, Senator 
Irving M. Ives, Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt, 
and Mr. James F. Byrnes (formerly 
U.S. Secretary for State); Mr. William 
O'Dwyer (Mayor of New York), and 
Mr. Philip Murray (President of C.1.0.) 

Mr. Schwellenbach praised the Com- 
mittee s role in making human rights a 
part of the United Nations Charter and 
its leadership in the co-operation of the 
Church and Labour organisations.

Mr. Jacob Blaustein Chairman of the 
Executive Commitice, informed _ the 
meeting that the Greek -Premier, M 
Sophoulis, had given persona! assurances 
to Mr. Milton.

Reviewing the Committee's survey of 
anti-Semitism. throughout the world, Mr. 
Blaustein said that although organised 
anti-Jewish hostility was decreasing in 
the United States, latent anti-Semitism 
existed among much too large a number 
of their fellow-Americans. Eternal 
vigilance, and all techniques at their com- 
mand, must be employed to keep it from 
flaring to dangerous proportions when 
the current economic situation changed. 

Mr. Blaustein later informed the 
meeting that whereas barely a year ago 
there seemed no possible chance {or 
opening the gates of the United States 
to D.P.s, to-day he coukl say with con- 
fidence that those gates would be 
opened. 

At the closing session on Sunday night, 
General Omar Bradicy urged immediate 
help for Europe, declaring that the 
United States would court disaster if they 
responded with too little or too late when 
free people needed help to survive and 
live in dignity and freedom.

The Forcign Office is investigating 
reports (published elsewhere in issue) 
of the sale of aeroplanes and barbed 
wire to the Jewish Agency. 

“The sale of arms of any kind to either 
of the participants in the struggle in 
Palestine would be entirely contrary to 
the Government's policy,” a Foreign 
Office spokesman toki me. Such a sale 
would be “ legal “’ in the strict sense of 
the word, but in earlier statements made 
by Mr. Bevin he had sai the British 
would not leave in Palestine “any war- 
hike toys” when they withdrew, and chat 
still remarned shew mtennuon. 

Such transactions would normally - be 
carried out through the Disposal Board 
in Cairo (a department of the Ministry 
of Supply), but that Ministry denied all 
knowledge of the matter.

Those who were opposing Zionism 
were now collecting ther forces, Pro- 
fessor S. Brodetsky declared at the All- 
Britain Synagogue Conference, convened 
by the Synagogue Council of the Zionist 
Federation, and held at the Anglio-Pales- 
tinian Club last Sunday.

The Jews 
were a people who abhorred the taking 
of human life. But we had had forced 
upon us the task of self-defence in Pales- 
tine, and because of that, attacks were 
being made on us by Jews and non-Jews. 
They were not gome to be led astray 
by a few people who spoke in the name 
of Anglo-Jewry, but who did not repre- 
sent the Jewish people and were com- 
pletely out of contact with the Jewish 
masscs, 

In his experience, Rabbi Israel Brodie 
said, Zionists who really understood the 
basic principles of Zionism had been the 
greatest supporters of the synagogue. The 
true Zionmst would not tolerate any in- 
terference with the traditional cxpression 
of Judaism in the synazogue Some 
people might think that Zionism would 
become an anachronism in the heh of 
the partial realisation of our hopes. 
prayers, and dreams. But Zionism would 
sll have to continue to fire Jewish 
imagination and arouse the apathetic. 
Zionism would still be necessary to 
stimulate the Jewish people in this and 
other countries, and he thought that

An agreement has been concluded 
between the headquarters of the Inter- 
national. Refugee Organisation and the 
Central Executive of the Ort World 
Union in Geneva in connection with the 
collaboration of the two organisations to 
assist Jewish D.P.s in Germany, Austria, 
and Italy im 1948. 

The agreement sets out the measures 
which the Ort Union has undertaken to 
carry out and the facilities to be granted 
by the I.R.O. It also covers the question 
of transferring certain Ort schools to 
Palestine and the provision of machines 
and tools for Ort graduates. 

Confirming the agreement, the Execu- 
tive Secretary of the I.R.O. Preparatory 
Commission, Mr. William H. Tuck, in a 
letter to the Executive Chairman of Ort, 
Dr. A. Syngalowski, says that the Ort 
training programmes in the field missions 
in Germany, Austria, and Italy, have 
already achneved important results in the 
re-establishment of refugees for whom 
emigration opportunities have depended 
upon the learning of trades and profes- 
sions.—{J.T.A.)

JEWISH D.P.s 


A discouraging note has been injected 
into the overnment’s immigration 
policy as far as Jewish D.P.s are con- 
cerned. Some months ago, the Govern- 
ment accepted the plan of the “ needics 
trades’ (as the men’s and women’s 
garment industries are called here) by 
which a number of Jewish tailors should 
be allowed to come to Canada to relieve 
the labour shortage. Representations 
were made both by the employers and 
the unions. The Government agreed to 
this plan. and a Jewish representative 
was sent to Furope to create the neces- 
sary machinery for registration and 
examination of applicants 

The first 200 persons to come to 
Canada under the aegis of the needles 
trade were all non-Jews. As the in- 
dustry is largely in the hands of Jews 
this has caused much bitterness in the 
Canadian Jewish Community. An tronic 
situation occurred when a Jewish com- 
mittee went to welcome the immigrants 
and found that they were al! non-Jews. 

[A later report states that 386 Jewish 
needle trade workers, former inmates of 
concentration camps, have arrived. in 
Canada. They will be employed in the 
clothing industry in Montreal, Toronto, 
and Winnipeg. Other groups are expected 
to arrive shortly. 


FALSE PASSPORTS 


Further information regarding the 
smuggling of D.P.s into Canada shows 
that a false passpor ring has been 
operating widely in Europe and has been 
robbing its victims on a large scale. 
Very lee of them have arrived in 
Canada. They paid as much as £370 for 
their passports, and some believed that 
this entitled them to enter Canada legally. 

The Toronto Jewish Community 1s 
energetically working to legalise the posi- 
tion of the few detained Jews, and is 
ready to provide any guarantee desired 
to enable them to remain in Canada. 


U.S. ARMY CANCELS ARMS 
SALE 


Cancellation of the recent sale of 200 
tons of explosives destined for Jewish 
defence in Palestine was announced in 
Washington by Mr. Kenneth C. Royall, 
Secretary of the Army. The announce- 
ment was made soon after Congressman 
Ross Riziey, Chairman of the House 
sub-committee on disposal of surplus 

roperty, stated he was planning to begin 
Reorines shortly on the sale of surplus 
explosives for shipment to Palestine. The 
entire load of explosives which was dis- 
covered recently in New Jersey, has now 
been returned to the War Assets Admini- 
stration. 

The Defence Secretary, Mr. James 
Forrestal, denied at his Press eonfer- 
ence this week that a group of 200 
selected American military officers had 


been dispatched to guard American- 
owned oil pipelines in Middle East 
countries. 


GERMAN POGROM TRIAL 


The first murder trial in the Western 
zone of Germany before a German jury 
is taking place at Bremen. Twenty S.A. 
Storm Troopers are charged with the 
murder of Jews. 

On November 10, 1938, the 78-vear- 
old Dr. Adolf Goldberg and his wife 
were. killed by S.A. Trooper 
August Friihling, and on the same day 
Leopold Sinasohn, a fitter, was killed by 
SA. Storm Trooper Bruno Mahfistaedt. 

The murderers pleaded “ higher orders 
from their S.A. commanders,” who deny 
that they gave any such orders. 

All the Storm Troopers, officers and 


men, who took part in the murders, are 


charged.

and backbitung, born of dissension 
between Zionist and non-Zionist, have all 
run their course.”

They would confer upon no man 
or no group any general licence to be 
their spokesman—certainly no licence to 
speak for American Jews in the quasi- 
political phase of human activity. Unity 
did not mean uniformity. That was why 
every effort to channel the life of the 
Jews of America into a fixed compass 
had resulted in failure. 

A number of distinguished Americans 
participated in the proceedings, includ- 
ing the Army Chief of Staff, General 
Omar Bradicey, the U.S. Atorney- 
General, Mr. Tom Clark, and the Secre- 
tary of the C.1.0., Mr. James B. Carey. 


President Truman’s Message 


President Truman sent a message com- 
mending the Committee as an orcanisa- 
tion consistently defending the right of 
all men ;:o live and work in dignity, 
regardiess of race, creed, or colour. 

He was apprehensive, the  Presi- 
dent's message continued, lest civil 
rights be lost. The extension and preser- 
vation of such rights would depend in 
a large measure on the American Jewish 
Committee and kindred organisations 

Calling atiention to the report of hus 
own Committee on Civil Rights, recently 
msucd, President Truman expressed the 
belief that the American Jewish Com- 
mittee. in ‘its advocacy of fair play and 
equal Opportunity among all Americans 
would find reflected in that stimulating 
report many goals in had set for itself, 
and would continue to work for their 
attainment. 

The Committee also received congratu- 
latory messages from the Secretary for 
Labour, Mr. Lewis B. Schwellenbach, the 
Governor of New York, Mr. Thomas E 
Dewey, and Senator Robert A. Taft. 
Senator Leverett Saltonstall, Senator 
Irving M. Ives, Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt, 
and Mr. James F. Byrnes (formerly 
U.S. Secretary for State), Mr. William 
O'Dwyer (Mayor of New York), and 
Mr. Philip Murray (President of C.1.0.). 

Mr. Schwellenbach praised the Com- 
mittees role m making human rights a 
part of the United Nations Charter and 
its leadership in the co-operation of the 
Church and Labour organisations.

Mr. Jacob Blaustein Chairman of the

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GUIDANCE ON 
MARRIAGE 


TO-DAY, which is the second Yahrzeit of 
the late Dr. J. H. Hertz, C.H., 2”? we are 
again reminded how grievous was the loss 
which British Jewry sustained by his death. 
For two whole years, the office of Chief 
Rabbi, which he filled with such distinction 
for a third of a century, has remained un- 
filled. Yet the maze of problems amid which 
it was his con-tant concern to guide the com- 
munity continues more perplexing than 
ever. To all these problems Dr. Hertz 
applied not only academic learning but also 
profound common sense and candour. As 
the defender of Jewish tradition, he never 
pursued an obscurantist policy of blind«and 
unreasoning adherence to every ordinance 
of past times. This is well instanced in the 
attitude which he adopted on a matter 
which. since his death, has continued to 
excite considerable public discussion, He 
vigorously defended, against the attacks of 
Liberal critics, the religious laws of miar- 
riage and divorce formulated by Orthodox 
Judaism. Nevertheless, in his champion- 
ship of the Orthodox standpoint, he was 
able to write of “ hardships in connection 
with divorce . . . difficulties which perhaps 
only a Central Sanhedrin in Jerusalem will 
in time be able to remove . learned 
Rabbis are to-day seeking a radical solution 
of this urgent question.” Dr. Hertz recog- 
nised, as must any knowledgable interpreter 
of Jewish law, that tradition cannot-—of tts 
very nature-—remain _ static. Particular 
proof of this is afforded by the history of 
Jewish matrimonial law, which has evolved 
through the centuries. One notable example 
was the famous Synod called by Rabbenu 
Gershom, about the year 1.000 c.k., which 
authorised important Takkanot (or improve- 
ments) in the code. After the lapse of 
almost a millennium, the need for further 
Takkanot has become generally apparent. 
With the creation of a Jewish State in 
Palestine, it would seem that a favourable 
opportunity in this regard now becomes 
available. Indeed, the issue can scarcely be 
shirked, if traditional Judaism is to continue 
its mission. Elsewhere in this issue will be 
found a reasoned exposition of Jewish 
matrimonial law. given at the Anglio- 
Palestinian Club by Dayan M. Swift. “In 
the new Jewish State,” declared the learned 
Dayan, “it was the hope of every serious- 
minded Jew that the Bible would remain 
the guiding factor in Jewish life.” But that 
hope can only ‘be fulfilled to the extent that 
Bible teaching is adequately and au ita- 
trvely interpreted for present-day condition 
of life.

Nor is it only such problems as C halitza 
and the Avuna which have relevance in this 
connection. | argely as a result of post-war 
social conditions, the whole subject of 
matrimonial law has been greatly exercising 
public opinion, outside Our Community as 
well aus within wt. The recent decision of 
the House of Lords in the case of Baxter vy. 
Baxter (which concerned the use of contra- 
ceptives) 1s but the latest of a series of pro- 
nouncements which have aroused wide- 
spread comment. Nearly a year ago, the 
Denning Report called attention to a serious 
social problem and made many valuable 
recommendations. It expressed thanks to 
the religious representatives —including 
Dayan Lazarus and Dayan Grunfeld on 
behalt of the Beth Din—who gave evidence, 
and particularly commended the work. of 
Ministers of religion who have made mar- 
riage guidance part of their pastoral work. 
“We have been much impressed,” stated 
the Committee, “ by the evidence of experi- 
enced workers in this field that the basic 
causes Of marriage failure are to be ‘found 
in talse ideas and unsound emotional atti- 
tudes developed before marriage, in youth 
and even in childhood. The right time to 
correct these ideas and attitudes is before 
marriage. There is a need for a carefully 
graded system of general education for 
marriage, parenthood, and family living to 
be available for all young people as they 
up. 

This Report has encouraged such pioneer 
bodies as the Marriage Guidance Council 
to extend their beneficent activities. -Nor 


is it without significance that a _ recent 
number of this Council's valuable monthly 
bulletin—which has a fundamentally practi- 
cal purpose—included a passage of moral 
and spiritual advice from the Talmud. 
Moreover, Mr. Reginald Pestell, Mayor of 
Stoke Newington, one of the Council's 
Secretaries, recently spoke about some of 
his experiences in social welfare work. He 
said tat Christians had much to learn from 
Jewish concepts of civilisation in respect 
to the sanctity of the marriage tie and the 
strength of Jewish family life. But it would 
be utterly wrong for Jews to rest on their 
laurels, since among them, too, there 
has been of late a lamentable increase of 
divorce and other distressing conditions. 
Most welcome, therefore, is the news that 
the Welfare Committee of the United Syna- 
gogue is co-operating with other bodies in 
the formation of a Jewish Marriage Guid- 
ance Council. A letter which we publish 
from Rabbi L Jakobovits, the Minister of 
the Great Synagogue, also directs attention 
to this subject. He announces a course of 
lectures arranged for young women, with a 
woman speaker, which is an_ excellent 
scheme, even if not quite the “ unique ven- 
ture” which he claims. Last year, the 
Torah Va'Avodah movement organised a 
well-attended course of lectures on “ The 
Woman in Judaism,” which included the 
subjects of marriage, divorce, etc. A series 
of lectures on marriage guidance is now 
being delivered at the premises of the 
Association for Jewish Youth, under the 
auspices of the Jewish Ex-Services Club. 
In addition, it has been usual im _ several 
congregations, particularly on the Conti- 
nent, to have classes for young women in 
preparation for marriage and home life. 
But such have been rather the exception 
than the rule, and the idea obviously needs 
development. For example, the present 
course of London University Extension 
lectures at Jews’ College’ in the subject of 
Sociology might well be supplemented in 
this practical direction. A reform similar to 
that which has been introduced into the 
Barmitzvah ceremony at constituent syna- 
gogues of the United Synagogue could, with 
advantage, be considered with regard to the 
solemnisation of marriage: ought to 
become the normal practice for no bridal 
couple to come under the Chuppah without 
having previously received adequate moral 
and religious preparation. 


THE LORDS DEBATE 


il is litthe more than a month since Parlia- 
ment debated the Palestine situation, 
supposedly “for the last time.” That 
optimism was not justified in the event, since 
the House of Lords again discussed Palestine 
on Tuesday, and Mr. Bevin was expected to 
make some reference to the country in his 
statement to the Commons yesterday. The 
debate in the Lords followed the usual 
course, most of the speakers laying the 
lame for the Palestine disorders either on 
shoulders of the United Nations or on 
those of the Jews—anyone rather than the 
Arabs or the British. Lord Altrincham, who 
raised the matter and called for papers, 
declared that the United Nations decision 
“aggravated the conditions in Palestine ” 
and that the United Nations “ must take full 
responsibility.” But the cogency of this argu- 
ment is somewhat impaired by the fact that 
the United Nations can take action only 
through its constituent members, and that 
Britain, not the least important of those 
members, has so far refused to play any part 
in implementation of the partition decision. 
It was Britain herself who laid the problem 
of Palestine before the United Nations, and 
it is, as Lord Altrincham remarked, her 
“ categorical and absolute duty” to keep 
intact the framework of government in 
Palestine. In that duty she has failed. 
Government in Palestine is to-day, as our 
Jerusalem correspondent points out, rapidly 
disintegrating. The British Government is 
neither maintaining “ the King’s peace ” nor 
helping to implement the decision of the 
United Nations, as is shown by her refusal 
either to permit the Palestine Commission 
to function in that country until the Man- 
date is about to end, or to accept the U.N. 
recommendation to make a harbour and 
hinterland available for Jewish immigration 
by February 1. On the contrary, Sir 
Alexander Cadogan, the British representa- 
tive, has informed the Commission that the 
miserable policy of employing the Royal 
Navy to intercept “illegal immigrants is 
to continue, since any influx of immigrants 
above the quota would “ make the security 


situation more difficult.” Only Lord 
Strabolgi made the vital point that “so long 
as we (the British) remained a member of 
the United Nations we must play our part 
and accept our share of the burden.” 


The Archbishop of York, again spurring 
his hobby-horse to a jaunty gallop, 
declared that “ militant Zionism, through its 
terrorism, had made our task impossible.” 
It would be absurd to deny that there have 
been and are Zionist terrorists, whose 
criminal folly is deplored at least as much 
by Jews as by Christians. But has the Arch- 
bishop never heard of Arab terrorists? Does 
he think that the ex-Mufti’s guerrillas are all 
as mild as the dove? Is it really the Jews, 
who accept partition, who are invariably the 
aggressors against the Arabs, who reject it? 
lf he does not accept that quite untenable 
position, why is it that the Archbishop of 
York is continually addressing his homilies 
to the Jews, never to the Christian and 
Moslem Arabs ? 


The alternative to acceptance of the 
United Nations plan would be, as the Mar- 
quis of Salisbury pointed out, “the ruin of 
the Zionist principle and reduction in the 
standard of living for the Arabs.” Is it not 
to be expected that Britain, as the present 
Mandatory Power and a loyal member of 
the United Nations, will do all in her power 
to avoid so lamentable a result? It is 
dificult to quarrel with Viscount Samuel's 
conclusion that the Government cannot be 
expected to make any statement until the 
United Nations have made their final 
declaration and disposition. But it is 
equally difficult for the United Nations to 
make this “final declaration” until they 
know what degree of help—or hindrance— 
they may expect from Britain, the Power 
in possession. It is Britain, we suggest, that 
can best break the deadlock. Britain's 
present niggling policy is undignified, un- 
worthy, and unhelpful. It is surely time 
that Mr. Bevin rose to the occasion and 
sloughed off his present mood and produced 
a more constructive programme. 


NEW YEAR FOR TREES 

MoNDAY next, Shevat 15, is commemorated 
in the Jewish calendar as the New Year for 
Irees. Like our other and older agricultural 
festivals, its date is determined by the seasonal 
and climatic conditions of Palestine, where it 
heralds the approach of spring. From the 
pages of the Bible, the trees of Erétz Yisrael 
have always been familiar to us. The cedar, 
the palm, and the willow are among those 
which have been described in lovely imagery. 
And with the growth of the modern Yishuv., 
those producing fruit—notably the vine, olive. 
fig, almond, and apricot—have acquired a very 
practical importance. More especially have 
the citrus fruits—orange, grapefruit, lemon, 
and. citron—come into the picture. At this 
time, when the sap begins to rise and the trees 
come to renewed life, the schoolchildren cele- 
brate the occasion by a holiday. The younger 
generation plant new trees which will grow 
up with themselves, and young Jewry in other 
lands is encouraged to support them with 
thoughts and gifts. This is one of the most 
truly creative of all ways of helping to redeem 
the soil of the Holy Land. Recently, the first 
10,000 trees were planted of a projected garden 
city near Haifa. After the neglect of centuries, 
increased afforestation is a primary need of 
Palestine. The sympathy and generosity of all 
ages should be forthcoming for the scheme to 
plant a Yaar Yizkor—a Forest of Remem- 
brance—-in memory of our six million martyrs 
who suffered under Nazi barbarism. In this 
way, the tree will perpetuate its ancient Jewish 
tradition of being a symbol of life and peace. 
One cannot be unmindful of the distressful 
conditions which unhappily prevail at this 
present season. May the trees which begin to 
sprout this springtime witness happier days 
before next autumn comes. 


RETURN TICKET 


ATTENTION was recently drawn in these 
columns, in an editorial note on “ Jewish 
Christians,” to the doctrine of a contemporary 
German theologian, Dr. Gerhard Kittel, who 
maintains that “the baptism of the Jew does 
not alter his Jewishness”” and who, therefore. 
advocates that, not only should the racial laws 
of Nuremberg be kept intact but also that those 
“Jewish Christians” should be separated from 
the “Aryans” even within the Church itself. 
As we pointed out, “such views have in no 
way forfeited him the veneration of Christian 
scholars,” although our comment has been 
countered by the argument by more liberal- 
minded Churchmen that Kittel was an isolated 
case and his views were not shared by the 
official authorities. Unfortunately, there is 
now proof to the contrary. The Swiss Press 


provides ample information about the plight 


of the “ Jewish Christians ” in Germany. The 
BERNER TAGWACHT, for instance, reports that 
the Evangelical community in Switzerland has 
been alarmed by an appeal from the “ Jewish

Christians ” in Germany, who stated th. ; not 
only did they not receive any support from the 
Church, but that the gulf between the Jewish 
and non-Jewish Christians has been constantly 
widening, as “unfortunately the new any. 
Semitism within the Church itself has also tj 
be reckoned with.” It has even been suggested 
adds the paper, that a special “Ghetto-C hurch” 
for Jewish Christians should be established 
Another Swiss paper, the organ of the Reform 
Church, “Kirchenblatt fuer die reformiert 
Schweitz.” complains that “up to date the 
Church has not found the appropriate word 
of repentance in the face of the brutality ang 
shameful persecution committed against Jew 
and against Christians of Jewish origin. The 
attitude not only of the German Church by 
but also of our own towards the Jews and the 
Christians of Jewish origin has remained. op 
the whole, unaltered.” Publishing these com. 
ments, the BeRNeR TAGWACHT adds its owp 
verdict on the whole of this unhappy eroup 
“Jews who have for selfish and material 
motives accepted conversion,” it says. ~ have 
made a false speculation; but there are also 
Israelites who have become converted 
honest and ethical reasons. These are to he 
commiserated with.” Thus it seems that the 
Jew who tries to escape his fate by complete 
assimilation with his neighbours, with a certif- 
cate of baptism as the “entrance ticket to 
Christian culture” (as the convert Heine put 
1), undertakes a fruitless journey. With the 
spreading of racism, Heine's ticket has become 
a return ticket, leading its holders ultimately 
back to the “Ghetto” they fondly thoughy 
they had left. 


HISTORY COURSE 


One of the happiest ventures of the Centra 
Council for Jewish Religious Education has 
been its “ Hebrew-For-All” Correspondence 
Course. Its suecess has prompted the org» 
nisers to inaugurate another similar course, this 
time m Jewish History. This has been writtes 
by Dr. Cecil Roth. It is scarcely necessary to 
mention Dr. Roth’s eminent qualifications for 
this purpose. He is Reader in Post-Biblical 
Jewish Studies at Oxford University, Visiting 
Lecturer in History at Jews’ College, a past 
President of the Jewish Historical Society. and 
the author of many outstanding works on 
Jewish and general history. The correspon- 
dence course which he has devised will not 
only supply authoritative information but will 
also stimulate and inspire the student. lt has 
long been recognised that history is an admir 
able subject for arousing the interest and 
awakening the enthusiasm of those who would 
mecrease their Jewish knowledge. No special 
ied or technical equipment is required by 
would-be learners. All who have any wish te 
understand the wonderful tale of their people's 
heroic history can now, under expert guidance, 
satisfy their desire without even stirring from 
the fireside and for an entirely nomina! fee. 
The course is designed to appeal equally to 
members of youth organisations and of the 
wider Jewish public, while it should also serve 
as a useful basis for discussion groups. Few 
will proceed far in this course without alse 
developing a feeling of pride in their heritage 
and a sense of personal responsibility for it 
continued transmission. The enterprise of the 
Central Council in this matter deserves the 
warmest commendation and the widest support. 


WELFARE COMMITTEE 


AT a recent meeting of the Council of the 
United Synagogue, approval was given to the 
new constitution of the US. Welfare Com 
mittee It is just a quartér of a century since 
the previous constitution of the Welfare Com: 
mittee was drawn up, and this is a_ fitting 
occasion to recall the fine work which the 
Committee has accomplished up to date 
Social welfare has long been an essential func 
tion of synagogue work, and for the past half 
century it has received the specific attention of 
a Special Committee—operating under various 
names—of the United Synagogue. In 1922, 
the Welfare Committee was reorganised, and 
since then its multifarious activities have vastly 
extended. Just 20 years ago, it embarked on 4 
notable new venture in the opening of the 
Buxton Street Settlement, with the late Rev. 
John S. Harris as resident Warden. Here was 
conducted an extensive and varied programme 
of youth and adult activities, ranging from 
play-centres to religious services and facilities 
for training student-ministers in welfare work. 
The Advisory Centres at this settlement and al 
the Jewish Institute in Mulberry Street were 
the forerunners of a system that was adopted 
nationally in the establishment of the Citizens 
Advice Bureaux during the second world wal 
Throughout the war years, and particularly 
during the “ blitz,” the Welfare Ministers of 
the United Synagogue, working in close co 
operation with the L.C.C. and other publi 
authorities, rendered service of great national 
importance. Since the return of peace, (he 
Committee has initiated such noteworthy undef 
takings as the United Synagogue Youth Fellow 
ship and Young Adult Membership Schemes 
as well as the scheme for the appointment of 
Youth Ministers. In the ~yords of its ne 
constitution, the dominant aim of the Wellare 
Committee 1s “to promote the religious, soci) 
and cultural interests of the Jewish Conr 
munity,” and it is evidently determined to carry 
forward the fine traditions of service which # 
has inherited.

CHUMASH 


New Soncino Edition 


The Soncino Chumash. The Five 
Rooks of Moses with MHaphtaroth. 
Hebrew text and English translation with 
an exposition based on the classical 
Jewish commentaries. Edited by the 
Rev. Dr. A. Conen. Soncino Press. 21s.

On the completion of his labours, the 
editor of this volume sits back and allows 
himself to say: “ This volume is ...a 
vagnum opus”; and if he had not said 
+ himself, others would certainly have 
snd i for him. 

Like other productions of the Soncino 
Press. the volume is an elegant example 
of book-craftsmanship, with a generous 
attention to detail (not forgetting a kindly 
moderation in price), which makes a 
refreshing change these times 
austerity. As with the earlier volumes 
«sued in this series (Psalms, Proverbs, 
Job. and Megilloth), the. English transla- 
ion used is that of the 1917 version 
published by the Jewish Publication 
Society of America. This, it is worth 
emphasising, is the best English transla- 
rion that al present exists: it preserves the 
dienified quality and responsibility of 
the 1884 Revised Version, adding to it 
the fruits of another 30 years of busy 
lineuistic research, harnessed to a dis- 
crimmating regard for Jewish tradition 

Valuable Commentary 

But what sets this Hebrew-English 
Chumash apart, and gives it its pecuhiai 
and valuable character, ts the com- 
mentary. This (compiled by Rabbis H. 
Freedman, S. M. Lehrman, and S. Fisch, 
and the Rev. Dr. J. Rabbinowitz) ts drawn 
from the medieval Jewish commentators. 
For the Pentateuch, use has been made 
of Rashi, Rashbam,. and Ibn Ezra from 
the ith and 12th centuries; Nach- 
manides from the 14th: and Obadiah 
Sforno from the early 16th century; 
while David Kimchi (early 13th) and 
Gersonides (14th century) are also drawn 
upon for the Haphiaroth selections. 

This somewhat venturesome scheme 
for a present-day commentary has proved 
curiously effective, The labour of selec- 
tion and condensation must have been 
immense. but the effort was worth the 
trouble. The result is a body of annota- 
tion of solid interest in its own right, and 
an array of material not hitherto acces- 
sible in. such profusion to the non- 
Hebraist. It preserves a unity of out- 
look, a serene and positive mental atmo- 
spere, naturally attuned to the traditional 
Jewish comprehension of Torah; bliss- 
fully free of the superiorities, doubts, and 
defensiveness of a present-day com- 
mentator: and reflecting an age which 
was enviable in its grip of the funda- 
mentals of the faith. 

Those responsible for planning the 
volume have made a most happy contri- 
bution to Jewish piety and Jewish 
knowledge.

Grist to God’s Mill By Hrersrei H. 
FreepeN. Godfrey and Stephens. 9s. 6d. 


lhe author of this extremely imtcresting 
novel (who is also known to his friends 
as Mr. Herbert Friedenthal) has com- 
posed a senes of vignettes written with 
great understanding and sensitive insight, 
The theme of the book is suggested in 
the tithe, which unifies the stories of 
incidents in the hives of a Jewish theatri- 
cal company in Berlin, soon after Hitler 
came into power, and subsequently when 
a remnant of the same company crosses 
the Auantic in an ill-fated refugee ship. 
The impact of such tragic and dramatic 
events was scarcely necessary to indicate 
the strength and weakness of individual 
characters among the victims. The same 
defects could have been observed, by a 
writer of Mr. Freeden’s powers, in the 
same people tiving in normal everyday 
conditions. And the mere telling in yet 
another book of the horrors that hap- 
pened tends to distract the attention of 
the reader from the purpose of the 
author, which is strictly pyschological. 
The sorting of. mankind, the final 
appraisement of judgment on those who 
are strong and those who are weak, 1s 
never dependent on the external circum- 
stances of the subjects. If the reader 
bears all this in mind, he will find, in the 
story of men and women who live 
through the ordeals of a Nazi pogrom 
and then a fire at sea in an Atlantic 
storm, plenty of material for reflection. 
There is both beauty and a great deal of 
real understanding in the portrayal of the 
relationships between the several couples 
who compose the group, and the va:ucs 
which resist the fires and flames of God's 
mill have an eternal force. B.S.

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HATIKVA’S SEVENTIETH BIRTHDAY 


RETZ Yisrael will celebrate this year 
the seventieth anniversary of its 
oldest colony, Petach Tikvah, and 

of the Jewish National Anthem, Hatikva. 

It was when the first attempts were 
made to found Petach Tikvah in 1878 
that Naphthali Herz Imber was inspired 
to write Hatikva. He was then 22. He 
published it as “ Hatikvenu.” It was not 
till eight years later that he called it 
Hatikva,” in his collection “ Barkai 
(Jerusalem, 1886). It took nearly 25 
years before Hatikva was recognised as 
the Jewish National Anthem. 

Many young idealists, students, and 
poets from Galicia used to go to Vienna, 
where the “ Galicians ” were among the 
first members of the oldest Jewish 
Students’ association, Kadimah ” 
(1882). and later among the earliest and 
most devoted followers of Herzl. 


World-Wide Wanderings 


Imber was 18 when he left Zloczov. 
where more than 5,000 Jews were living 
at that time. It was the beginning of 
his wanderings. He lived in Vienna. in 
Hungary, the Balkans, Rumania, Turkey. 
Palestine: he stayed in London and went 
to America, where he died in 1909. 

Zangwill painted Imber in his 
of the Ghetto” as Melchit- 
sedek Pinchas. It is a striking and con- 
vincing portrait of remarkable 
character, and Imber was proud of his 
portrait, and sometimes actually referred 
to himself by Zangwill’s name for him 
in the book. 

Imber was an wnilortunate, restless 
nomad type. He never had a home ot 
his own, not even during his short 
marriage with a woman doctor who had 
forsaken her non-Jewish faith for his 
sake. He was a man of genuine talent. 
a dreamer, a king with empty pockets 
He called himself the “* Poet of the Jewish 
People.” But he was wilful and way- 
ward. He would not submit to any 
authority. He was as poor in money as 
a church-maquse, but he was rich in 
magination, a millionaire in conversa- 
tion, a wi, a man full of sarcasm and 
sauire, 

Philip Cowen, in his memoirs, puts 
blunily the essential fact about him: “ It 
was difficult to separate Imber from his 
bottle. He was always half-seas-over. 
Whenever we wished to find hm, it was

only a question of which favourite tavern 
he was In. 

“I shall never forget a Zionist meet- 
ing.” Cowen goes on, “where Imber 
was thrown out because he was in his 
cups and had become obsireperous. |! 
had come late to the meeting, and he 
buttonholed me outside. As the meet- 
ing was about to close and they sang 
Hatikva, he opened the door and leered 
through the crack and said to those 
about him: * They may kick me out, bur 
they must sing my song.” 

Ill, on the point of death, he still 
retained bis sardonic sense of humour 
He made a will, leaving his rheumatism 
io his enemies, and to the editors of 
Jewish newspapers he left his broken 
pen, so that they should write slowly 
and so avoid mistakes. 

Forty years have passed since this 
Singer of the Jewish People died. lonely 
and forsaken, in the Beth Isracl Hospital 
in New York. Except for his Hatékva 
he is almost forgotten, though some- 
times people also sing his “* Mishmar 
Havarden,” the “ Watch on the Jordan.” 
which Zangwill translated wonderfully in 
’ Children of the Ghetto.” 


Many Competitors 


Hatikva had many serious competitors 
Theodor Herzl, who directed Jewish 
history into a new phase and created 
modern Zionism, thought of everything. 
even including a Jewish national anthem. 
and in I895 he decided to ask Kar! 
Goldmark. the composer of the “ Queen 
of Sheba.” and Ignac Bruell, who wrote 
the opera, * The Golden Cross,” to com- 
pose a “ Marseillaise of the Jews.” But 
he disliked the idea of a contest, and in 
the end he came ito the conclusion that 
the best anthem would make its own Way 
iO 

Hatikva was spread by represeniatives 
coming from Petach Tikvah, and became 
specially known through its publication 
in a booklet called “ Syrian Songs ” com- 
piled by Friedland (Breslau, 1895), It 
was included in many collections of 
Zionist songs and also translated into 
several languages. 

But during the carly period of Zionism 
was not so much Hatikva that was 
sung as “ Dort wo die Zeder” (Where 
the Cedar) by Dr. |. Feld. a countryman 
of Imber’s. Songs by Morris Rosenfeld 
Adolf Donath, Heinrich Gruenau, and

Sigismund Wermer were also sung, and 
Imber’s “ Mishmar Hayarden” as well 
Finally a coniest was arranged by the 
Moscow Chovevej Zion, and Dolitzky’s 
song, “ Al Hare: Zion,” won first prize 
Then, in 1898, the Press printed a note 
that a Zionist, who called himself Ish 
Yehudi. offered a prize of $00 francs for 
the best Jewish national anthem. Many 
entries Were seni in, but the judges were 
unabie to award the prize to any of 
them. What happened to the 500 francs? 
They were given lo the sculptor 
Friedrich Beer, in recognition for the 
Congress Medal” he had made for the 
Zionist Congress.

Student Groups’ Rivatry 


The Jewish student groups played « 
very important part in Zionism during 
the Herzl period. Most of Herzl's 
associates in Vienna belonged to one of 
the students’ associations Ihe oldest 
and most famous of them was the K.adi- 
mah, and next to it—there were always 
disputes in Vienna which it was--came 
the Ivria or the Unitas. There was great 
rivalry between these associations. And 
it extended to their choice of an anthem 
Ihe Ivria chose Hatikva. and the Kadi- 
mah chose “ Fin Hauch weht durch die 
Lander” (A Breath Blows Through the 
Lands) 

This second song owes i origin to 
Herzl, who asked his friend Professor

Government’s Self-Interest 
From Mr. SAMUEL LANDMAN 


Sir—-In view of Mr. Max Belofi's 
special knowledge of Russian affairs and 
the Russian language the comes of a 
well-known family of Russian Jews). his 
statements regarding the Soviet attitude 
on the Palestine question are very en- 
lightening. He states that “* Soviet 
Russia acts purely out of self-interest ” 
and that “ Soviet diplomacy has never 
found the about-turn a difficult move- 
ment to perform.” No doubt Mr. Beloff 
knows that similar statements have been 
made regarding Pritish policy and diplo- 
macy for at least a century, not only by 
foreign but British historians. Many 
eminent historians go even farther and 
assert that all Governments “act purel 
out of self-interest.” When self- 
mterest ” requires it, they are all quite 
ready to perform “about-turn” move- 
ments. In fact. Mr. Beloff says as much 
im his article regarding the United States, 
Soviet Russia, and this country, 

Mr. Beloff is obviously right in insist- 
ing that the fate of Palestine cannot be 
dissociated trom the main current of 
world politics. He may be interested to 
know of the existence in London of a 

roup of non-party Zionists, who have 
or some years made a special study of 
Palestine from this viewpoint. The 
number of such Zionists in this country 
could be greatly increased with advan- 
tage to themselves and to the Movement. 
In Palestine. the proportion of. such

students of world affairs is tar higher 
than in this country. The deep interesi 
in and knowledge of the main currents 
of world politics revealed by the writers 
and readers of the Hebrew Press would 
certainly rejoice the heart of Mr. Beloff. 
who has had long experience of Uni- 
versity teaching. 

The Yishuv is on the whole reacting 
and behaving as a healthy nation should 
react. The Yishuv is following the 
admirable example of the people in this 
country who responded to the call in 
September, 1939, even though this call 
came from the “appeasement " Govern- 
ment of Mr. Neville Chamberlain. At 
the outbreak of the war, the Yishuv was 
still stunned by the shocking White Pape: 
of that year. This document was surely 
le comble in “ about-turns,” for it in- 
terpreted “Jewish National Home in 
Palestine” aS meaning a place to which 
Jews could not enter without Arab con- 
sent. Nevertheless, acting according to 
the wise formula “to fight the war as 
though there were no White Paper, and 
to fight the White Paper as though there 
were no war,’ the Yishuv volunteered 
en masse to serve in the British borces 
Thousands of non-Jewish Service men 
from Britain and the Dominions still 
remember the warm brotherly welcome 
they received from the Yishuv. In those 
days. which are not so long ago. there 
was no talk of asking the British to 
leave Palestine hat, unfortunately, 
came towards the end of 1945. after the 
Labour Government had proved false to 
their oft-repeated pledges of support for 
Ziomsm if they ever came to power. 
After this “about-turn” the 
Foreign Office under Bevin gravely mis- 
calculated the Yishuv's reactions It 
was this miscalculation more than any 
other single factor that has led to the 
liquidation of the British control in 
Palestine which the Yishuv had never 
contemplated. Even as late as 1944. the 
idea that Palestine should become a self- 
governing Dominion of the British Com- 
monwealth with a Jewish majority, found 
support in Palestine as well as im this 
country. It could again find support 
if given any encouragement 

In my view, the chapter of British 
rule of Palestine 1s now closing, and with 
iu goes the possibility of any consider- 
able influence of Anelo-Jewry on the 
future of Palestmme. The Yishtiv in its 
own mierest 18 now anxiously looking 
for another powerful ally in place of 
Britain. It realises that m the present 
state of the world it must have a power- 
ful ally. In this search, the Yishuv has 
not lost sight of the principle to which 
Mr. Beloff has rightly drawn attention, 
that Governments act purely from 
motives of self-interest. The United

KASHER MEAT 
SHORTAGES 


Explaining the Ration Cut 
To the Editor of Tue Jewrsu Crronicte 


Sie, With reference to your leading 
article on kasher meat supphes, may | 
be permitted to supply you with the facts 
as to the cause of the shortages in the 
kasher meat ration these lasi few weeks 

During the Christmas week, all centres 
lor live cattle were closed for twelve 
days. tocks of live cattle are not held 
in London, and it takes a few weeks to 
get the flow of cattle into London. run- 
ning smoothly again The week afters 
Christmas only two days’ supply of cattle 
was available for slaughtering. and it 
was impossible to honour the fal kasher 
mcat ration. 

Another most important factor is that 
home-killed meat supplies are extremely 
low at this time of the year, and the 
Ministry of Food have great difficulty 
in finding sufficient cattle from all over 
the country to send to London to honour 
the kasher ration. We, the Orthodox 
Jews, have no reserve stocks to fall back 
on when such a situation arises. 

A turther difficulty confronting those 
responsible for fixing the ration during 
this trying period, is that not before 
Thursday of the ration week can one sav. 
with any accuracy, the amount of home- 
killed meat that will be available for the 
rauon of that week. Notwithstanding 
my urgent pleas to butchers not to dis- 
tribute the ration before Thursday, so 
that all registered customers receive an 
equal share, the public clamour for an 
earlier distribution, and the butcher, try- 
ing to help t approximates. the 
ration. More often than not. at the 
latter part of the week, the ration falls 
short.olf expectations, and so, butchers 
who served the early part of the 
week are without supplies for the re- 
mainder of their customers. Of course. 
these customers will be supplied the fol- 
lowing week and their ration equalised 
together with that week's ration. 

It is no fault of the butchers that the 
ration of kasher meat is not honoured 
to the full. The cattle is just not avail- 
able. This is an annual difficulty, every 
January. 

During the winter months, the 
quantity of meat to be slaughtered for 
Friday delivery is restricted, so that 
butchers’ shops are closed by 2 p.m., 
and the Sabbath safeguarded trom 
desecration. 

1 am. however, confident that the 
Ministry of Food will do thew utmost 
to make good the loss the Jewish Com- 
munity suffered: as they have done in the 
past.

Jewry’s Indefeasible Case 


Mr. Beloff’s indictment of the Jewish 
leadership (which I indict on other 
grounds which do not concern us for the 
purposes of this letter) rests on the 
assumption of the complete impartiality 
and honesty of purpose and action of 
British administration in and over Pales- 
tine during the last thirty years. But 
that is not thé case. Without that :m- 
partiality, the Jews have an indefeasible 
case for seeking aid as and where a 
can find it. After thirty years of wor 
by the anti-Zionist philo-Arabs of the 
Forcign Office, the French were ousted 
from the Middle East. The Arab League 
(sponsored by the British—nay, conceived 
by them) was set up and the arch war 
criminals, Hitler's mchmen, the ex- 
Mufti and Fawzi Kaukji, were allowed 
io operate again. To-day, members of 
the Hagana are arrested and disarmed, 
while Arabs are merely dispersed, retain- 
ing their arms. Those of us who have 
been in Palestine are convinced that there 
is no inherent antagonism between Arab 
and Jew but only that which is implanted 
,and encouraged by the propagandé of 
Barnetr, 42. Welbeck 
Strect. 


The Jewish Agency has at all times 
been loyal to tts terms of reference as 
laid down in the Mandate, and has at all 
tuumes, when consistent with the honour 
and dignity of the cause, we co- 
operated with the Mandatory. If England 
had. been as loyal to her obligations and 
functions as laid down in the Mandate, 
there would have been a different story 
to tel. Your correspondent’s references 
to “ Zionist leaders from this country 
who co-operated with American Zionists 
who have shamefully traduced this 
country “ might have been expected from 
those with a jaundiced outlook like Mr. 
Bevin or Mr. Li —but not from 
one who is —_ to view this question 
objectively. is Mr. Beloff prepared to 
say unequivocally that this country has 
honour the promises and pledges i 
made? Is he prepared to defend the 
Exodus incident? Is he prepared to 
defend the deliberate “pressure” brought 
to bear by this country on its satellites 
at Lake Success to vote against the 
partition scheme? The Agency is 
accused of “ speaking in the spirit of 
the narrow nationalism which has made 
the Balkan Peninsula a byword in world 
politics.” This is not just unfair—it is 
patently untrue, and anyone who has 
been a student of Palestine for the past 
decade knows full well that every possible 
attempt has been made from the Jewish 
side to cement friendly relations between 
Jews and Arabs. .

The least one 
expects in conclusion of an attack like 
his, is a constructive attempt to right the 
wrong.

Arabs not Underestimated

or attempted to minimise either 
the extent or the depth of Arab opposi- 
tion to their aims. They have, how- 
ever, realised what Mr. Beloff apparently 
does not, that there is a world of differ- 
ence between Arab opposition by itself 
and. Arab opposition § fosiered,  en- 
couraged, and assisted by people who 
are primarily interesied in confounding 
and destroying Zionism. The plain fact 
1s, Of course, that if the British Govern- 
ment sincerely desired to implement and 
carry out the partition of Palestine it 
could do so relatively easily. I do not 
consider it unreasonable to expect the 
British Government to co-operate in im- 
posing the U.N. verdict on the Pales- 
tine Arabs. There is no moral basis for 
iis refusal to do so. Mr. Beloff’s theory 
that current British opposition to 
Zionism is directly attributable to ter- 
rorism in Palestine simply does not hold 
waier. British Palestine policy has been 
consistently anti-Zionist ever since the 
White Paper of 1939, and it should be 
perfectly obvious that “Jewish ter- 
rorism merely an excuse for justify- 
ing a permanent and unalterable anti-

There is no end to this sorry story of 
misjudgment, inept diplomacy, and com- 

lete lack of statesmanship that has 

rought the Jews of Palestine to the 
brink of disaster and their coreligionists 
m British lands to a feeling of utter 
shame and disgust. What can the Agency 
do now?

(5) The get House shall in effect 
be a revived Sanhedrin, which shall have 
the power of reinstituting Ordination, 
thus resuming the chain of Jewish tradi- 
tion snapped centuries ago. It is inter- 
esting to note that Joseph Karo, author 
of the Shulchan Aruch, was one of those 
ordained im a previous abortive attempt 
to revive it in the sixteenth century. 

(6) Education and the Judicature 
would be among the main responsibilities 
of this Upper House. 

(7) We can safely leave to such a 
House the solution of the many prob- 
lems that seem to vex some of your 
correspondents.

The 
course will be conducted by Mrs. Ruth 
Royde, B.AAHons.), whose exceptional 
Jewish and University qualifications 
should fit her ideally for this difficult— 
and almost revolutionary—task.

“ Carry on smoking,” for instance, or 
“ | rather care for that,” are two famihar 
slang catch-phrases repeated almost ad 
nauseam, and no only by the children. 
While the use of such words as “ kute” 
for aeroplanc, “ wizard” for attractive, 
are now almost too familir to be notice- 
able in daily conversation. Boys and 
girls to-day listen regularly to the ex- 
ploits and adventures of their favourite 
radio characters, and follow a similar 
sequence of adventures in the newspaper 
strip carioons 


Laziness and Ignorance 


One unfortunate influence of these set 
characters of radio and strip cartoons on 
children's minds is to petrify thought 
mio ready-made moulds, a condition 
which to mental inertia, laziness, 
and ignorance We have been taught as 
Jews thal ignorance makes picty impos- 
sible. and any influence that tends to 
pander to the laziness above all of the 
young is bad and anti-progressive. To 
sit and iwsien to trite, and often very 
banal phrases, which soon pall on in- 
telligent peopic, is just a form of time- 
wasting thai may develop into a bad 
habit 

The films tend to emphasise — this 
process perhaps in an even more subile 
and. therefore, more dangerous way than 
the wireless and the strip cartoon [he 
danger 1s not simply that young John, or 
young Mary set oul consciously to copy 
their favounte radio character or 
favourite film star This would be a 
simple maticr both to detect and to deal 
with. The danger ts that by unconsciously 
absorbing over a great part of the most 
impressionable time of their lives the un- 
reality of such fictional = creations, 
they may try to apply them to thew own 
lives. And in place of honest and con- 
scious effort to enlarge their knowledge 
and, therefore, them usefulness and 
desirability as citizens and as human 
beings, these young people tet the 
precious hours of thew youth ship by and 
acquire. in place of understanding, only 
a habit of escaping from the unpleasant- 
ness of hard work 

From this angle the. radio characters, 
like the strip cartoon and the film, are 
all undesirable influences on the youth of 
our gencration. if taken in excess. The 
outward and visible signs of the mental! 
deterioration which must result, are the

CAREERS ADVICE 


Por the purpose of administering the 
award of National Certificates in Naval 
Architecture, a National Committce has 
been formed consisting of representatives 
of the Institution of Naval Architects, 
the Worshipful Company of Shipwrights, 
and the Ministry of Education. 

Part-time courses leading to the award 
of a certificate, following the pessing of 

escribed examinations and the satisfy- 
; of other conditions. are classified as 
ollows : 


(a) Senior courses—adapied to the 
needs of students who have had full- 
time continuous education to the age of 
iS or 16 or who have passed through 
a two years’ preliminary part-time 
course. Senior courses should normally 
extend over three years. Certificates 
relating to these courses are termed 
“ Ordinary Certificates.” 

(b) Advanced courses—adapted to the 
needs of more advamed students. The 
certificates relating to these courses are 
termed * Higher Certificetes.”’

Jewish Cookery 


SEASONABLE SOUPS 
Curried Lentil Soup 


Lentils 4 tb., dripping 1 oz., flour 1 oz., 
curry powder 4-2 teaspoonfuls. water or 
vegctable stock 3 pints. a small swede, 
1 or 2 leeks, | or 2 carrots, seasoning, 

a flour (optional) 1 tablespoonful. 

vegetables, cut imto picces, 
put im a saucepan with the washed lentils 
and water (or vegetable stock), season 
with salt and pepper, and cook gently 
till tender; then rub through a sieve. 
Melt the fat in a saucepan, stir in flour 
and curry powder, then gradually add 
the purée, stir till boiling, add a little 
chutney, and if being used, the soya flour 
mixed smoothly with water. Simmer for 
2 or 3 minutes and. serve very hot. 


Vegetable Broth with Sausage Dumplings 


Carrots 4 Ib., turnip 3 oz., a few 
cabbage leaves or sprouts, 2 or 3 sticks 
celery with the green leaves, 1 or 2 leeks, 
2 or 3 artichokes, stock 3 pts., dumplings. 

Surep all vegetables finely. pul imito 
boiling stock, and cook gently for 4 hour, 
add the dumplings, and cook for another 
20 minutes. 


Dumplings. Selfraising flour 4 o7z., 
sausage meat 4 oz., chopped suet or 
dripping 1 o7., chopped parsiey | table- 
spoonful, salt 4 teaspoonful, water to 
mix. Mix all ingredients, if dripping ts 
used rub this into flour first, add suffici- 
ent cold water to form a faiily stuff 
dough, and roll into tiny balls. Coat 
with flour and add to soup, which must 
be boiling. then lower heat, and continue 
cooking gently tor 20 minutes. 

Note. If no stock is available, use 
water flavoured with vegetable extract. 


Beetroot Soup 


If available, use bone stock, otherwise 
water flavoured with vegeiable extract. 
To 2 quarts allow one breakfastcupful 


each grated cooked beetroot, sour apple, 


and raw poiato, and the same quantit 
finely shredded white cabbage. Put all 
ingredients together in a saucepan, 
season with salt and pepper, add a tea- 
spoonful sugar, and. boil gently for 30 
minutes. Then add lemon juice or citric 
acid to taste 


Crecy Soup 


Carrots dripping 2 oz., stock 
3 pts., crust of stale bread, a large leck, 
a few sticks celery, salt and pepper. 

Prerart vegetables and cui into small 
pieces. Mely the dripping in a saucepan, 
add the vegetables, and cook: over a 
gentle heat without browning for 5 
minutes. Then add the stock, a large 
crust of stale bread, and seasoning of 
salt and pepper. Cook gently will the 
vegetables are quite soft, then rub 
through a sieve. eheat and add a little 
chopped parsicy. If possible, serve with 
croutons of fried bread.

_CANADA’S IMMIGRATION POLICY 


Greater Influx of Jews 
[From our Correspondent—Toronto) 


For the first time in more than 20 years 
the Jewish Community of Cana 1s 
receiving and settling numbers of Jewish 
immigrants. The usand Jewish war 

who are now entering 

Dominion under a special Order-in- 

i issued to the Canadian Jewish 
Congress, and the Jewish tailors who are 
expected from D.P. camps, are the first 
considerable movement since the 
economic crisis of the late 1920's brought 
about a tightening of Canada’s immiugra- 
tion laws. 

During the ‘30's, when the need of the 
Jewish immigrants seeking (to escape 
mounting anti-Semitism in Europe was 
greatest, the number of Jews admuotted 
into Canada was smaller than it had been 
for many years. 

In 1942, the Government issued per- 
mission to the —— Jewish Congress 
to bring 1,000 Jewish war orphans trom 
Vichy France, but before they could 
leave the Germans invaded Southern 
France and the children were seized 
by the Germans and have not been 
heard of since. The Canadian Govern- 
ment, however, repeatedly made it clear 
that it was willing to honour iis under- 
taking as soon as conditions permitted. 


Opposition Moditied 


Canadian public opinion on the 
uestion of immigration has now crystal- 
lised, and it is generally accepted that 
Canada can support and must have a 
considerably larger population than it 
has. Even French-Canadians have modi- 
fied their opposition to ali immigration. 
They expected that a fair proportion of 
the new immigrants, cspecially the 
Roman Catholics among them, wouk 
add to the French-Canadian bloc, and it 
is perhaps significant that among the 
first immigration projects was the admis- 
sion of some 4,000 Polish soldiers from 
Great Britain and the Mediterranean and 
of 100 Polish girls from displaced persons 
camps to work in a textile mill in 
Quebec operated by a Member of Parlia- 
ment. The Polish soldiers were admitied 
on the understanding that they would 
work for a period of several years on 
Canadian farms. 

The immigration policy of the 
Dominion, especially since May, 1947, 
has tended in the direction of selecting 
workers for specified occupations m 
Canada which are short of manpower. 
It was with this in mind that the Jewish 
Community, through the Canadian 
Jewish Congress, and the so-called Jewish 
clothing industries, which are suffering 
from a marked shortage of manpower, 
requested the Government to permit the 
selection of 2,500 workers for the necdle 
industries. 

The necessary permit was granted, but 
the Government made it clear that not 


more than half of the tailors were to be 
Jewish, and, im fact, the first group of 
60-odd to come in under the scheme were 
not — Further groups are expected 
y 

iS project, even withm the limits 
already permitied by the Government, is 
expected to add some 3,000 10 the Jewish 
Community of Canada. 

In the meantime, the 1942 permu for 
Jewish war o has been renewed, 
with some modifications. The age limit 
of the children has been rai to 
and the country of emigration ss no 
lorger limited to F ince. War orphaos 
from any part > Europe are now 
mcluded. Some 166 of the orphans are 
already in the Dominion, abou; 50 of 
them having come sboard the U.S. Army 
transport, General Stewart, directly from 
D.P. camps in Germany. The Aquitania 
is bringing 25 orphans on cach of her 
three-weekly sailings. Boys have so far 
outnumbered the girls, and almost all of 
them are nearly 18. They are being 
settled in the major centres, mostly in 
private homes in Montreal and Toronto, 
with some in Winnipeg, Vancouver, 
London, etc. 

Another phase of the liberalising of 
Canadian immigration has been the 
extension of the law to more distant 
relatives. As a result, a larger number 
of Jewish immigrants will be able to 
enter the country, and it is expected that 
the coming year will see a flow of Jewish 
mimigration into Canada surpassing any 
since 1922.

Bach, Scarlatti, Beethoven, Schumann, 
Chopin, and de Falla 

Miss Spanjer began her musical career 
in Australia.

was subg and accepted. It was sung in 
other countries, too, but u did not 
become the Zionist anthem. The Kadi- 
mah had better speakers, but the Ivria

The Ivria sang Hatikva .in public for 
the first time in 1896. Two of its mem- 
bers, Dr. Lows Poborski, who is siill 
m Vienna, and Dr. Bernhard 
Hahn, had copies of the Breslau edition 
of “Syrian Songs ™ containing Imber's 
Hatikva After that, whenever Ivnans 
Organised Zionist mectings or appeared 
at Zionist Congresses or conferences 
they always started off wnh Hatikva 

Finally three songs competed for the 
honour of becoming the Zionist satrona!l 
anthem—Hatikva. “ Dort wo die Zeder™ 
and “Ein Hauchweht durch die Lander.” 
There were often clashes at Zionist 
incetings because of these rival songs, 
some wishing to sing ome and ‘onc 
msisting on another. Sometimes there 
was a babel of all three. But gradually 
Hatikva became generally recognised as 
the favourite 


In London 


During the Fourth Zionist Congress 
held in London in 1900. there was a mass 
meeting m Whitechapel at winch the 
speakers were Herzl, Nordau, Zangwill, 
Sir Francis Montefiore, Dr. Gaster, Dr. 
Alex Marmorek, and Protessor Mandel- 
stamm. At the end the audicnce sang 
“ God Save the Queen.” The mectng 
was already officially closed when some- 
one struck up Hatikva, and thousands 
of people rose and joined in. When 
Herzl and several delegates to the Con- 
gress made a tour of the country. they 
saluted the English flag ai Windsor 
Castle singing Hatikva. 

Nevertheless, “ Dort wo die Zeder™ 
continued to be sung frequently. it was 
not till 1907 that the Zionist Movement 
officially recognised Hatikva as the 
national anthem. The minutes of the 
Fighth Zionist Congress, held mm 1907 
at Ihe Hague, record for the first time 
thar the Congress concluded with the 
singing of Hatikva. 

The words of the song were written 
by Imber. But who wrote the music? 
At first it was thought # was taken from 
the “Bohemian Symphony” of the 
Czech composer Smetana (1824-1884) 
But Zwi Mavyerowitch (1882-1945), an 


authority on Jewish music, who was 
lecturer on Jewish Liturgic Music at 
Jews’ College: London, published a 


letter in THe Jewrsn in 1930 
showing that the musx of Hatikva did 
not come trom Smetana but had been 
composed by a Sefardic Jew, Henry 
Busato (or Russotuo), on the basis of the 
liturgic music of “ Hallel (Psalm 117), 
which had been sung for scores of years 
before in Sefardic synagogues, and had 
been published for the first time in 1857 
under the title “ The Ancient Melodies 
of the Liturgy of the Spanish and Portu- 


cuese Jews: harmonised bw Emaned 
Aguilar, and prefaced by the Rev. D. A. 
De Sola,” abou: 20 years before Smetana 
wrote his “ Bohemian Symphony.” 

In other papers left by Maycrownch, 
he shows that the structure of the moeif 
of the Sefardic “ Halle! “ is m both pare 
very similar the Hauikva melody The 
tune Key of Halle! and of Haukva is

The other manuscript of Hatikva in 
Imber’s own hand is at the Hebrew 
University at Jerusalem. Mrs. Murphy, 
a non-Jewish sinecr. who spoke Hebrew. 
gave a concert at the hospral where 
Imber lay ill. She included Hatikva in 
her programme, and after the concert 
asked Imber to write the words for her 
in his own hand. It is this manuscript 
which is now in Jerusalem.

JEWS ACOUITTED OF SHOOTING CHARGE 
Ex-B.U.F. Man’s Evidence Disbelieved 


Gerald Flambere, 25, and John 
Michael Wimborne, 20, members of the 
“43” Group of Jewish ex-Servicemen, 
were acquitted at Bow Street Magis- 
trates’ Court, London, on Thursday of 
last week, on an accusation of being con- 
cerned with others. not in cusiody, in 
shooting at John Charles Preen. with 
intem to murder him 

Mr. Maurice Crump, . said 
that Preen would tell the court t at 
about 10.20 p.m. on December 22. he 
left a public house and drove to his 
garage in Warlock Road He noticed in 
the driving mirror that a car was follow- 
im behind He heard an explosion and 
felt something pass his face Preen 
chased the car and in the headlamps of 
his own car saw the driver, whom he 
thought he would be able to recognise 
again. He took the number and con- 
tinued to chase the car until he lost it. 
A cartridge case was found by Preen. 

“ The evidence as to the shooting must 
rest on the uncorroborated evidence of 
Mr. Preen,”” said Mr. Crump. 

The car was found to be one which 
Flamberg had on hire 


Uncorroborated Evidence 


At an identification parade, Preen 
icked out Wimborne, but not Flamberg. 
ater, when the two defendants were in 
the charge room, Preen saw them and 
identified Flambere as the driver of the 
car. In the circumstances in which 
the identification was made, that might 
carry little or no weight. 

Cross-examined by Sir David Maxwell 

Fyfe, K.C., M-P., for the defence, Preen 
said that he had been in a public house 
before the incident, but could not remem- 
ber for how long as “ that night seems a 
bit of.a blank.” 

He was not injured by the bullet. 


“ Did you suggest to the police or any-. 


one else that this was probably carried 
out by Jews, or anything of that kind? ” 
Sir David asked 

“1 said that the persons concerned in 
the car looked to me of Jewish appear- 
ance,” Preen replied.

JEWISH YOUTH STUDY 
GROUPS 


Successful Winter School 


The third Winter School of the Jewish 
Youth Study Groups, which was held 
during the recent school holidays at 
Tower House School, Leigh-on-Sea, was 
the eighth of the series since 1943 and 
was attended by 53 Secondary School 
boys and girls over the age of 14. Thiurt 
of them were under 16. Over 150 pupi 
applied to attend the ten-day school, in 
which five hours each day were spent in 
Studying and discussing Jewish affairs. 
The evenings w devoted to music 
recitals and other forms of social 
activity. 

The pupils ran the school on demo- 
cratic lines and chose their own subjects 
for discussion. They also published 
their own journal, “ The Student.” The 
Central Council for Jewish Religious 
Education, which is responsible for 
establishing the schools, sent literature 
and lecturers. The schools are run on 
strictly Orthodox lines. There are three 
services daily, and full grace is recited 
after meals.

TRIBUTES TO 
MR. MICHAEL LEVY

Members of all the Adath Yisroel 
synagogues in London gathered on Sun- 
day in the Assembly Hall of the 
Avigdor High School, 67, Lordship 
Road, to pay tribute to Mr. Michacl 
Levy on his 80th birthday.

Yet when he heard, 
the previous year, that their Rav had 
brought from Poland many more child- 
ren than he could financially support, 
he (Mr. Levy) gave away sefarim to the 
value of between £600 and £800 to help

Mr. Straus presented Mr. Levy with 
an illuminaicd address and an antique 
silver snuff box. 

Rabbi Dr. S. Schonfeld added a tri- 
bute and handed to Mr. Levy a docu- 
ment conferring upon him the title of 
Moreinu. ** We tried to give it to him 
ten years ago,’ said Rabbi Schonfeld. 
“ but he thought he was then too young.” 

Mr. H. A. Goodman and Squadron

Mr. Levy replied to the tributes very 
wittily. 


Chaos in Palestine

The patrol went down fighting over- 
wheilming odds when ambushed in the 
hills on their way to the settlement. 
Eleven Arabs are reported to have been 
killed in the engagement. The Hagana 
men had undertaken a twenty-mile trek 
with food to relieve Kfar Etzion. Their 
bodies were found by British troops and 
taken to the settlement. 

With troops manning the hillpoits 
around Kfar Etzion, a simple funeral 
service was solemnised at a common 
grave. Three volleys were fired in 
tribute by the comrades of the fallen 
men, while a ‘plane of the Aviron Com- 
pany, which had just dropped medical 
supplies, dipped in salute overhead. Only 
25 relatives of the dead men were able to 
make the journey from Jerusalem, 
escorted in two armoured buses by the 
police and the military. 

It is now learned that one of the men 
killed in this action was an American 
ex-Serviceman, Moshe Avigdor Perlstein, 
of Brooklyn, New York, who had been 
studying at the Hebrew University. 

The moral of the Kfar Etzion settlers 
remains high, and a small squad of 
reinforéements has since been able to 
reach them. 


Trouble in Jerusalem 


Following attacks on Jewish transport 
in Haifa on Thursday of last week, the 
city has quietened down, and generally 
the situation on the Jaffa-TebAviv border 
is easier. But there is still trouble in 
Jerusalem's border areas, and sporadic 
Arab attacks take a daily toll. 

The position in the Old City is still 
serious, although food convoys are being 
taken in regularly by troops and by the 
police. Food stores are running low, 
and the inhabitants are not able to move 
in and out. There is no further news 
of the Government scheme to have the 
Old City declared an “ open city.” 

Attacks on road transport are also 
sporadic, but dhree Jews were killed and 
seven wounded when a convoy from 
Maale Hahamisha and Kiriat Anavim 
was on its way to Jerusalem carly on 
Sunday morning. 


Hagana’s American Volunteers 


The question of former G.I. students 
from America alleged to be fighting with 
Hagana. has been raised here, and it is 
understood that the United States Consul- 
General has drafted a report to Washing- 
ton on the subject. Between 60 and 70 
men are said to be involved. It is 
officially denied here that any pressure 
has been brought to bear on the students 
to join Hagana. 

A Jewish Agency spokesman 
announces that there is no conscription 
to the Jewish defence units: American 
students at the Hebrew University, if 
they join, do so voluntarily. The Ameri- 
can Consulate, he added, had not sought 
any information on the matter from the 
Jewish authorities. 

When bail of £400 was not produced 
on Tuesday for two girl members of 
Hagana, Ruth Klinov and Carmella 
Yaari. who were found guilty on arms 
charges early in the disturbances, the 
two girls were sent to prison for three 
years. They have, however, been 
granted “special treatment.”’ 

The evacuation of military stores and 
equipment from Palestine has begun, It 
is estimated that the stores in Palestine 
are worth £200,000,000, and that it will 
take at least six months to remove any 
considerable proportion. 

The Haifa Court has refused the Pales- 
tine Government's application for for- 
feiture of the refugee vessel, The Twenty- 
Three, which arrived on August 15 with 
835 passengers. This is the second ves- 
sel thus reverting to the owners, the first 
being the Enzo Sereni.—(Palcor, J.T.A.., 
and Reuter). 


BRIXTON “SELF-DENIAL 
FUND” 


The balance of the “ Self-Denial Fund 
for Suffering Jewry,” originally raised 
by the Brixton Jewish Community to 
maintain 30 refugee children in a hostel, 
has been distributed among Yeshivot in 
Palestine, Bachad, and Youth Aliyah. 
The sum involved was £600 

The distribution took place at a meet- 
ing, followed by a reception in the Brix- 
ton Synagogue Memorial Hall last week. 
Mr. S. Binderman, the Warden of the 
synagogue, presided. Dayan M. Swift 
and Mr. Alfred Cope described the work 
accomplished during the war years. The 
Rev. Dr. A. Tobias, Mrs. S. Binderman, 
and Messrs. T. Edgar, and Albert Gold- 
stein also spoke.

The Mercury Theatre is presenting a doubic 
programme of two plays by Bridic, “The Dragon 
and the Dove,”’ and “‘A Change for the Worse.”’

The scene in the first play is 
sect in Memphis about 300 c.£., when the Devil, 
in the shape of a monk, decoys Maria, the 
innocent niece of the good Hermit, Abraham, 
away to the perils of the city. Abraham promptly 
dons the garb of a Roman soldier and follows 
his niece to a den of vice in the Metropolis. 
and reclaims her Here is scope for good 
sound fun, in the monk turned warrior, and an 
accomplished comedian could have given point 
to the author's clegant wit. The part. however, 
was beyond the scope of that intelligent actor, 
Robert Speaight. 

The second play is a very amusing trific, in 
verse, abodt & goldsmith and his wife. who 
through the agency of the Devil, change places 
with the fisherman and his wife. who are their 
ncighbours.

BAHREIN RIOTS 


Official Statement to 
Deputies 


The following statement concerning 
the anti-Jewish riots at Bahrein Island 
(in the Persian Gulf) has been received 
by the Board of Deputies from an 
authoritative source: 

When the decision of the United 
Nations Assembly regarding the partition 
of Palestine became known on Decem- 
ber 2, a procession of demonstrators 
took place, in the course of which one 
Jew was injured and windows were 
broken. On the following day, there 
was a larger procession, escorted by 

lice. but no incident occurred. The 

zaars and sireets in which Jews lived 
were patrolled by police. The schools 
were closed that day. 


Schools Reopened 


On December 5, the Sheikh (of Bah- 
rein) ordered the schools to be reopened ; 
but his order was disobeyed and another 
and larger procession took place, with 
students carrying the flags of all Arab 
nations. Inflammatory speeches were 
made, and after word went round that 
an Arab boy had been hit by a stone 
thrown from a Jewish house, hooligans 


broke open doors and looted the 
synagogue, in spite of the efforts of the 
police.

the town, and three Jewish women and 
a blind Jewish boy were seriously injured.
